might be out of phase with each other. The presidential 
term of office is clearly too short for the holder to exercise 
any very direct influence, but if it were increased to two 
years the relatively young men who hold this office might 
well not be prepared to give the necessary time. Further, 
changes are more likely to be brought about by a process 
of evolution arising from the Principal and his staff, 
fostered by a sympathetic climate of opinion in the Council 
than by any presidential edicts. 

But before worrying overmuch about lack of continuity 
it is well to stop a moment to consider what ought to be 
the function of this uniquely independent unit in the state 
system of education. Is it an anachronism? It is because 
we think it is not that we are devoting this space to a 
consideration of the place of the AA in education for 
building. 

Recently negotiations which had started between the 
AA and the London County Council broke down; they 
were concerned with the part the AA might play in the 
proposed college of building to be set up by the LCC (with 
something more than just the official blessing of the 
Ministry of Education). This being so, perhaps its unique 
position is a matter of positive policy and not ‘laisser-faire.’

Whither the AA ? 


AS SIR HUGH CASSON ONCE REPLIED ‘ Whither indeed?’ 
Listening to Mr. H. T. Cadbury-Brown, this year’s Presi- 
dent, giving his presidential address to the Architectural 
Association, one was made aware once again of the stream 
of ideas and thoughts which this much criticised, provoca- 
tive and highly successful establishment continues to 
throw up year by year. 

The President this time divided his address into two 
parts. The first under the title ‘Ideas of Disorder’ was 
concerned with some of his own thoughts about architec- 
ture and was a serious and timely plea for those expres- 
sions of design which do not conform to regimentation, 
expressions which should not be allowed to be killed by 
otherwise desirable disciplines—-modular systems, cost 
control, etc. 

The second part described his thoughts as President. 
Here he had a good deal to say about the time factors 
inherent in the AA’s academic structure and how they 
could affect the evolution of educational policy.

Recently negotiations which had started between the 
AA and the London County Council broke down ; they 
were concerned with the part the AA might play in the 
proposed college of building to be set up by the LCC (with 
something more than just the official blessing of the 
Ministry of Education). This being so, perhaps its unique 
position is a matter of positive policy and not ‘laisser-faire.’ 
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Founded soon after

Late News 


Architects’ Fees Under Consideration 

THE RIBA COUNCIL On Tuesday received 
a report from the Practice Committee 
which has been considering questions of 
architects’ engagement and remuneration. 
On the matter of differential fees (that 
is different percentage scales for different 
building types) the Council endorsed the 
committee’s view that no action be taken 
at present but that the necessary 
machinery to accumulate statistical data 
be set in motion. 

The Council noted the committee’s view 
that the question of working out a con- 
solidated fee for ‘all-in’ design services 
merited further attention, the committee 
having ‘no doubt that some form of con- 
solidated service of this sort is necessary 
as a counter to “all-in” services being 
offered on an increasing scale by building 
contractors.” The Practice Committee is 
to continue vigorously the investigations 
started last session and will report as 
soon as possible. 

The report of the Practice Committee 
will be published in the RIBA ‘ Journal’ 
to enable members to comment.

Whither the AA? 


AS SIR HUGH CASSON ONCE REPLIED ‘ Whither indeed?’ 
Listening to Mr. H. T. Cadbury-Brown, this year’s Presi- 
dent, giving his presidential address to the Architectural 
Association, one was made aware once again of the stream 
of ideas and thoughts which this much criticised, provoca- 
tive and highly successful establishment continues to 
throw up year by year. 

The President this time divided his address into two 
parts. The first under the title ‘Ideas of Disorder’ was 
concerned with some of his own thoughts about architec- 
ture and was a serious and timely plea for those expres- 
sions of design which do not conform to regimentation, 
expressions which should not be allowed to be killed by 
otherwise desirable disciplines—modular systems, cost 
control, etc. 

The second part described his thoughts as President. 
Here he had a good deal to say about the time factors 
inherent in the AA’s academic structure and how they 
could affect the evolution of educational policy. He 
referred to the Council, the Principal and Staff, the 
Students and Membership. Like some of his predecessors 
in office, he expressed anxiety about continuity and also 
concern that at times the rhythms of the four groups 


might be out of phase with each other. The presidential 
term of office is clearly too short for the holder to exercise 
any very direct influence, but if it were increased to two 
years the relatively young men who hold this office might 
well not be prepared to give the necessary time. Further, 
changes are more likely to be brought about by a process 
of evolution arising from the Principal and his staff, 
fostered by a sympathetic climate of opinion in the Council 
than by any presidential edicts.

This policy may result in the AA finding itself increasingly 
in isolation, splendid or otherwise, but so far as its school 
is concerned, as compared with other schools, it has the 
very great assets of its member-architects gathered closely 
around the school and its many links with leading archi- 
tects and educationists all over the world. 

With these advantages and disadvantages, may we 
perhaps suggest, as an onlooker, that the state-aided 
schools, whether attached to universities or local govern- 
ment, should constitute the long-term, steadily developing 
units in architectural education ? That the special talents 
and advantages possessed by the AA’s school should be 
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used for all they are worth so that it can become the 
place where the newest needs, not only of architects but 
of the building industry as a whole, are discussed, sifted 
and translated into educational terms ? Maybe this means 
turning over mainly to post-graduate work and special 
courses (such as the Tropical Design one already well- 
established). As likely as not it means that worries about 
continuity of policy are not so important in the AA’s 
case as the injection of new ideas and inspirations. 
Perhaps, in fact, the first part of the presidential address 
had more of the true spirit of the AA in it than the second, 
which purported to be so closely bound up with it. 


A Lead from Manchester 


UNIVERSITY STUDIES IN BUILDING have been discussed 
much more than they have been understood and the lack 
of regard, not to say contempt, for academic values which 
has hitherto characterised a great part of the building 
industry’s thinking has borne hardly on the development 
of the building degree course at Manchester. Building is 
not the only technology to have suffered from the British 
passion for empiricism and, if the experience of other 
industries is any guide, a change of heart is to be expected 
only when a mutual stimulation of scientific research and 
industrial practice has been generated. The present 
decade has seen significant changes in building practice 
and, about equally, in the pattern of building research; 
it is easy to find causes in changed economic and social 
conditions but, in fact, these changes in building could, 
with advantage to the nation, have started long ago and 
should now be advancing much more rapidly than they 
are. The reason for the delay is to be found in the lack 
of men in the industry capable, af the higher levels, in 
directing technological advance and, at the lower levels, 
in coping with the problems involved in the constant 
changing and development of industrial techniques. 
Realisation of this situation has been slow to dawn and, 
even now, it is insufficiently recognised. 


Professor Harper’s proposals (see p. 581) for the 
reorganisation of the Manchester degree course, still the 
only one of its kind in the country, are, therefore, specially 
opportune. The likelihood that they will stimulate recruit- 
ment to the course is even more important than the con- 
tribution they make, at this stage, to academic thinking. 
That is likely to come from their working art and for this 
part of the process an adequate supply both of under- 
graduates and of post-graduate students is necessary. 

Many of the recent changes in the building world have, 
understandably, started in the large building contracting 
organisations centred in London. It would be a great thing 
if the initiative of a University in the provinces could be 
the means of stimulating a wider acceptance of a recruit- 
ment policy calculated to fill Professor Harper’s depart- 
ment to overflowing. Current developments at the Man- 
chester College of Science and Technology are creating 
an environment for technological studies long needed in 
this country and it is proper that the building industry 
should share the benefits of this advance as it shares in 
the parallel development at the Birmingham College of 
Technology. So far as London is concerned, it is still 
impossible to discern whether the situation is one of 
germination or simple stagnation. 


Private Practice Survey 


THE SAMPLING METHOD of obtaining 
statistical information and the conclu- 
sions to be drawn from it are by no 
means infallible, as some political * polls’ 
have shown. The RIBA survey of new 
building work for which private archi- 
tects have been recently appointed (see 
extracts from an article in the October 
issue of the RIBA ‘ Journal,’ page 567) is 
based on sampling, and its results, there- 
fore, must be treated with caution. As 
the article points out, a few large com- 
missions coming to small firms can have 
an undue influence on the results.

NEVERTHELESS, while no firm conclu- 
sions can be drawn from these figures, 
they suggest that the future level of new 
work to be reaching the building contrac- 
tor from the private architect may be 
greater than in recent years, though 
whether private architects are increasing 
their share of the work available is not 
known. No doubt the average private

architect would prefer to know how to 
increase his own practice, but from the 
larger view this survey, if it could be 
made completely infallible, would be 
invaluable as a guide to the future of 
private practice generally. 


New Look 


THIS WEEK ‘THE BUILDER’ APPEARS in 
a new cover and, editorially, a ‘new 
look.’

For those interested in 
typography, the type face now used is 
Jubilee set, depending on position, 9 pt.

Here changes stop. Neither the 
coverage given to the industry’s affairs 
and needs, nor the independent charac- 
ter of comment is intended to be altered.

Reflections in the West 


IF REFUTATION WERE NEEDED of the idea 
of a classless society, the widening dif- 
ferences in social values provides it. If 
examples are sought, they can be found 
within a few hundred Hammersmith 
yards, thanks to the London County 
Council, writes Basil Marriott. 

That authority has provided a 
plaque on No. 7 Hammersmith-terrace 
commemorating the residence’ there 
during his last 30 years of Sir Emery 
Walker, typographer and antiquary. His 
name may mean less to the younger than 
to my own generation who picked up the 
echoes of William Morris. Walker was 
his constant adviser on the setting up 
of the Kelmscott Press, and was subse- 
quently co-founder of the Doves Press. 
That was for me, at I suppose prep-school 
age, the doorway to a new world in the 
alliance of design and book-production, 
and the beginning of a life-long interest 
in typography, whose roots I found in the 
manuscript departments of the museums, 
thanks largely to Sir Sydney Cockerell 
who reminds us that Walker's influence 
is seen in nearly every well-designed page 
of type today. Those who share my 
gratitude and care to make the pil 
grimage will find the standard blue and 
white plaque looking unusually well on 
the wall of No. 7. Walker would have 
approved its design, and his successors 
will feel justice has been done.

CONCOMITANTLY the LCC has commis- 
sioned a piece of sculpture by Karel 
Vogel nearby at St. Peter’s Church, 
under its scheme to furnish works of art 
for, e.g., road ‘improvements.’ I wish I 
could so regard the new Great West 
Road, but I remain unreconciled to these 
slashes across the pattern of well-settled 
if run-down areas which have made the 
English scene, urban or rural, and 
whether bulldozed by Roman legions or 
our equally insensitive selves. 

I did, however, think Vogel’s neo- 
classical ‘ reclining figure’ an improve- 
ment, particularly in its calculatedly dif 
ferent aspects towards the church (inci 
dentally, why the fuss about opening up 
its flanking elevation?) and the speed 
way. The ‘reclining’ had been taken 
literally by the local proto-Teddies while 
I was there, four of whom used her for a 
grandstand to watch a wedding-party 
photographed. From the motorised side, 
the figure seems to be half-hiding her 
eyes from anticipated slaughter as the 
Jags scream on their way to up-river gins 
and gracious cottaging for the week-end. 
But I suppose a hundred or so years ago 
one would have felt the same about cads 
in curricles along the Bath road at the 
other end of St. Peter’s Square. More 
recently, I had the reflected honour of 
preceding ‘Abner’ as a resident there, 
and congratulate him and that elegant 
backwater on their escape from both 
traffic-streams.

Photography as an Art 


THE QUESTION WHETHER PHOTOGRAPHY is one of the fine arts was 
debated by Sir Charles Wheeler, President of the Royal Academy, at the 
opening on November 2 at 13 Princes-gate, SW7, of two ‘ one-man’ 
exhibitions of photography mounted by the Royal Photographic Society 
of the work of Sydney Newbery, the architectural photographer, and 
Walter Bird, the portraitist. Sir Charles said that art took all forms, 
from a picture of a girl in a chair on Brighton beach to Michelangelo’s 
work in the Sistine Chapel: photography came somewhere in between! 
It was not the camera that produced the art but the photographer. 

The chair was taken by Miss Margaret Harker, President RPS, who 
(deputising for Mr. Basil Spence, PRIBA, who was indisposed) declared 
open the exhibition of Mr. Newbery’s work. When he began after 1919 
there were only two acknowledged masters in the field of architectural 
photography, Bedford Lemere and Stewart Bale; Mr. Newbery had long 
joined them at the head of his profession. 

The exhibition itself (writes a correspondent) consists of about 80 
exhibits, all portraits, by Mr. Bird, and nearly 100 monochromes, mono- 
chrome transparencies and colour transparencies by Mr. Newbery. Many 
of these have appeared in ‘ The Builder,’ for Mr. Newbery has been official 
photographer to this newspaper since 1920. The exhibits show the 
photographer's art in the selection of viewpoints as also his innate ability 
to give each subject the quality of serenity, drama or contrast it demands. 

This is an exhibition which architects must see. It remains open 
(10 to 5) until November 21 (Sundays excepted). 





Motorway Celebration 


‘ALL THAT THE MEN engaged on the road 
ask is organised continuity to start the 
next section next year.’

Painting for Fun 
Exhibition of AA Members’ Work 


ONE HUNDRED AND TWELVE PICTURES are 
hung in the Architectural Association ex- 
hibition of paintings and drawings by 
members and students, open at 36, Bed- 
ford Square until November 20 in the 
members’ rooms and dining rooms. They 
represent the work of sixty artists, with 
a student-to-member ratio of approxi- 
mately twenty to forty. Almost every 
medium has been used, but watercolours 
predominate. 

An artist must always be prepared to 
give a reason for his starting a picture, 
even if he only gives it to himself, so 
that his work has a point of reference. 
For the most part this exhibition shows 
the architect enjoying himself, relaxing 
from the routine of building and the 
strain of design activity, and spending a 
few hours happily daubing. This is the 
sort of painting that Churchill does, and 
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the results seen now at the AA have the 
same happy amateur quality. Into this 
category come two paintings by Maxwell 
Fry of the scenery in Sussex and the large 
number of holiday sketches by people like 
Green and Howard. Other paintings 
show studies of buildings; Peter Sum- 
mersgill records Venice, E. A. Fleming 
Hewett goes into Kent and shows Elham, 
and Canterbury Cathedral, and Desmond 
Henly has three pictures of Indian and 
Japanese buildings. Frank Hoar, better 
known as an artist than an architect, is 
very well represented with two paintings. 

At this point we must take a step from 
the work of architects who are dabbling 
in paint to the work of men who are 
painting with purpose and trying to create 
and express something. The Dark Figure, 
by Bernard Lamb, and the figure (No. 55) 
by P. Watson, show a concern for colour 
and form that are lacking in most of the 
other works. A. F. Rutter’s Ghanian 
Notebook, a series of line drawings, shows 
1 sympathetic concern with the poverty 
of coloured people, and Quinlan Terry 
makes an attractive letter design of 
Romans V 19; this defeats the object of 
lettering, however, and I had to look up 
the text to see what he was trying to say. 

Very few artists produced pictures that 
could take their place in the main 
stream of artistic, decorative or architec- 
tural thought. ‘ Pattern,’ by John Sayers, 
and the two abstracts by John Ratcliff 
are the only real attempts in this field. 
The large oil (No. 26) by Ratcliff is the 
most impressive work on view.

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Building Work by Private Architects 


RIBA Survey Discloses Seasonal Pattern 


THE RIBA have been collecting from a 
sample of their members in private prac- 
tice details of the value of new building 
work for the design of which they have 
been appointed as architect, for each 
quarter from the beginning of 1958. From 
these figures, a series of quarterly esti- 
mates has been prepared of the total value 
of new building work commissioned of 
private architects, at the very early stage 
when the client has appointed the archi- 
tect with a reasonably firm intention to go 
ahead with a building ( i.e. well in advance 
of any approach to the building contrac- 
tor). In an article on the subject which 
appears in the October issue of the RIBA 
‘Journal’ it is hoped that this series will 
serve aS a guide to the trend in future 
demand for new buildings in the field for 
which private architects are responsible 
which has in the past covered possibly 40 
per cent or two-fifths of all new buildings 
and about half of the new work done for 
private owners and developers. 

Table 1 gives the results for the four 
quarters of 1958 and the first two quarters 
of 1959. The totals cannot be taken as 
an absolute measure of future building 
work, because a proportion of work for 
which architects are appointed never in 
fact materialises—a variety of circum- 
stances may lead the client to change his 
mind before working drawings are pre- 
pared, or even later. The series is rather 
an attempt to measure a trend in demand 

to the extent of the client’s 
intentions to build in any quarter in rela- 
tion to intentions in previous years. 

It is stressed that the results should be 
used with caution at this stage, because 
the series has not been long established 
and there are still a number of unknowns. 
In broad terms the figures show the rela- 
tively low level of new work coming in 
during the last half of 1958, particularly 
the third quarter, with a marked improve- 
ment in the early months of 1959 follow- 
ing on the Government’s measures to 
stimulate the economy by the relaxation 
of credit restrictions and the successive 
lowering of the bank rate. However, new 
work in the first half of 1959 was less than 
in the corresponding half of 1958, particu- 
larly work for private clients. There are 
indications, confirmed by returns now 
coming in for the third quarter of 1959, 
that election uncertainties have been 
holding up building plans for several! 
months past.

Analysis by Kind of Building 

A table given in the article analyses 
these quarterly figures by type of client 
(public or private) and by different kinds 
of buildings. Only a small part of the 
work done by private architects comes 
from public clients (over the three-year 
period 1955/56/57, an average of 30 per 
cent of the work certified by private archi- 
tects was for public clients and 70 per 
cent for private clients); the volume of 
work given out by public authorities will 


tend to fluctuate according to the pres- 
sure of work on their own architects’ de- 
partments. During 1958, the proportion 
that new public work represented of the 
total of new work coming to private archi- 
tects declined from 30 per cent in the first 
quarter to 20 per cent in the third quar- 
ter, and stayed at about that level until 
the second quarter of 1959, when it rose 
again to 29 per cent of the total. The 
value of new public work in the second 
quarter of 1959 was 33 per cent higher 
than in the same quarter of 1958. Both 
public housing and hospital building

have a thin time.” A minority of archi- 
tects did not support this view, however, 
and denied the existence of any seasonal 
pattern. 


Conclusion 

This series of figures is still at a very 
early stage, and the results must be 
treated with caution. There is also the 
fact, because of the sample nature of the 
inquiry, a few large commissions coming 
to small firms can have an undue influ- 
ence on the results. However, the Insti- 
tute think it worth while to publish the

showed a substantial increase, with a 
small increase in educational buildings. 

New work coming in from private 
clients declined to a low level in the third 
quarter of 1958, and then rose to a peak 
in the first quarter of 1959, 9 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. Private hous- 
ing and ‘ other commercial buildings,’ i.e. 
shops, places of entertainment, etc., both 
showed a big increase, but offices and 
banks showed a fairly steady downward 
trend. Although the figure for industrial 
building in the first quarter of 1959 was 
considerably higher than in the last half 
of 1958, is was still less than a year earlier 
and fell off substantially in the second 
quarter. 


Seasonal Trends 


The quarterly figures are beginning to 
suggest that there is a seasonal pattern 
in the flow of new work, with a first 
quarter peak decreasing to a third quarter 
trough and recovering again to a new 
high in the following first quarter. Private 
architects covered by the inquiry were 
asked to comment on this in the light 
of their own experience. Several have 
confirmed the existence of a seasonal 
pattern, accounting for it in the main by 
the influence of holidays—‘ it follows 
from the general exodus during the sum- 
mer of developers holidaying abroad .. .,’ 
commented one architect. The timing of 
a trm’s financial year may also be a 
factor: it was suggested that commercial 
firms, particularly in retail trade, tend to 
put new work in hand early in the year, 
when their previous year’s trading results 
are known. Another commented that ‘ in 
the spring, by the established processes 
of nature, birds build their nests and 
clients call on their architects. If nothing 
much comes in between the end of 
January and Whitsuntide, we expect to 


results at this stage, so that they can be 
discussed, and their basis understood in 
readiness for the time when the series has 
been longer established and may be of 
more proven value. 


Although it would be dangerous to 
draw any firm conclusions, it seems clear 
that a considerable volume of new work 
has reached private architects in 1958 and 
the first six months of 1959. The totals 
of £837 million in 1958 and £489 million 
in the first half of 1959 compare with a 
level of building work certified by private 
architects (i.e., work actually built) of 
£435 million in 1957 and £350 million in 
1958. Even when allowance is made for 
the two factors of partial services and 
abortive work, it would suggest that the 
future level of new work to be reaching 
the building contractor from the private 
architect may be gr ater than in recent 
years. Whether private architects are 
increasing their share of the work avail- 
able is, of course, an unknown factor. 


Method of Inquiry 


The information given above has been 
derived from a quarterly survey of a 
sample of all private architectural prac- 
tices run by members of the Royal Insti- 
tute. The sample was selected from a 
basic register of private practices classi- 
fied by size of office (in terms of the 
total architectural staff employed) and by 
region. The sample is a stratified one, 
composed of all firms with 11 or more 
architectural staff, one in every two of the 
firms with 6 to 10 staff and one in every 
ten of those with 5 or fewer staff. The 
results are based on the regular returns 
made by some 400 of these firms (a re- 
sponse rate now stabilised at about 60 
per cent) covering about one-third of 
private practice in terms of architectural 
staff employed.

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THE PRINCIPAL FEATURES Of the new station—-the 
first major station rebuilding scheme undertaken by 
the Region—consist of a main building at ground level 
which houses a modern booking-office, and a spacious 
concourse giving access to the left-luggage counter, 
bookstall, public telephones and telegraph service. To 
the rear of these are offices, staff rooms, extensive 
parcels facilities and an automatic telephone exchange. 
Leading from the main building to the new platforms, 
each of which is equipped with public waiting rooms, 
is a covered bridge, 40 feet in width. This carries a 
large waiting room and modern refreshment room, 
each commanding a good view of approaching trains. 
Forming part of the bridge is a separate passage-way 
with lifts for the transfer of luggage and mails. 
STRUCTURE: The building is a reinforced concrete 
frame structure, with infilling panels of London stock 
bricks contrasted with areas of tiling, Tyrolean render- 
ing and concrete cladding slabs faced with Derbyshire 
spar chips. Prestressed concrete units have been 
used at several points in the design, notably for the 
cantilevered treads on the main staircase in the con- 
course, the units which form the canopy roof, the

decking to the bridge and the large main beams which 
carry the bridge structure across the double track. 

The style of the buildings is modern, with the 
accent on cleanliness, light and fresh air, and much 
use has been made, both internally, and externally, o1 
teak in doors and window frames, door facing, seat: 
etc. The station is centrally heated and lighted by 
fluorescent lamps. 

TRACK LAYOUT: With the rebuilding of the station, 
the opportunity was taken to improve the track lay- 
out which has long caused a ‘ bottle-neck’ on the 
Paddington - Birmingham line. Permanent speed 
restrictions had existed through this station and the 
necessity for the main line to be occupied during 
shunting movements further added to operating 
difficulties. The track improvements included the 
provision of a new Down Relief Loop line, the realign- 
ment of the main lines and the lengthening and raising 
of the platforms. 

The entire station forecourt has been reconstructed 
to give better circulation for cars and taxis and a car 
park has been built on a stretch of waste land adjoin- 
ing the station.

For London Transport 


The car lifting shop, and considerably longer car maintenance shed behind 


LONDON TRANSPORT’S new railway depot at Upminster 
(District Line) has now been brought into full 
service, and is the first completely new depot 
to be built for the Underground since the war. It 
has cost £1 million, and accommodates 34 eight-car 
trains. Among its special features are a control tower 
fitted with talk-back apparatus, enabling instructions 
to be given from the tower to drivers through track- 
side loudspeakers, and microphones enabling the 
driver to reply, using ordinary speech level. Other 
features include complete control of all points by 
thumb switches in the control tower; and two train- 
washing machines of a new type. A new push-button 
signal cabin was also brought into use at Upminster 
Station. 

The new 215-ft. lifting shop is fitted with modern 
equipment for undertaking full maintenance work. 
The shop has two roads with centre pits running their 
full length. Each road is long enough to contain two 
cars with both bogies of each car out and still give 
space to work on them. The cars are lifted by an 
overhead 15-ton travelling crane. The car examina- 
tion shed, 450 ft. in length, consists of nine roads, 
eight of full length capable of taking an eight-car train 
comonletely over the pits provided, and a short pitted 
road taking three cars. As the work at Upminster 
is mainly cleaning and examination and not detailed 
inspection of equipment, one pit road only is pro- 
vided with side pits. These side pits are used when 
detailed equipment examination is necessary, but this 


work is normally undertaken at the main depot at 
Ealing Common. Along the south wall of the car 
shed are offices, mess rooms, locker room and lava- 
tories, arranged in a long line. Construction is of 
steel framework, with single tubular trusses 
across the 150-ft. width supported by inter- 
mediate columns. Cladding is Universal Twin Twelve 
asbestos sheeting and continuous patent glazing, 
above a 11 in. cavity brick plinth. Roofing is Double- 
Six asbestos sheeting laid to a 4 degree pitch. The 
lifting shop has tubular steel trusses spanning the 
full 52 ft. width, and finished with Large-Span insu- 
lated sheets. Top light is provided by a longitudinal 
ridge light with opening sections and mansard 
glazing. End walls have electrically operated roller 
shutters. Heating is by oil fired boilers, with wall 
radiator panels and a panel system at roof level. 
The new control tower introduces a novel method 
of working trains into and out of the sidings. At 
other depots, it is the practice for shunters to hand- 
operate the points, and trains are hand-signalled from 
the ground. The method adopted at Upminster is 
that control of all the points, which are power 
operated, is provided from thumb switches in the 
shunting control tower and the shunter gives instruc- 
tions to the drivers by means of loudspeakers. The 
speakers are placed along the track at ground level 
and operate singly. Each speaker contains a micro- 
phone which comes into operation immediately after 
instructions are relayed, enabling the driver to reply.

Sir Howard Robertson on ‘A Philosophy of Architecture’ 


sir,—Many of your readers must have 
awaited with expectancy comments on 
the article by Mr. Rowland Pierce 
‘Cubism in the Round,’ and that by Mr. 
Cyril Sweett ‘A Case for Curves,’ in 
your issue of October 2. But they may 
have been disappointed by the paucity 
of the subsequent correspondence. 

No doubt many professional men who 
were stimulated by these thoughtful 
articles were too busy to put pen to 
paper. And there is also the possibility 
that some of the architects are loath to 
enter the field of controversy for fear of 
having the label attached to them of heing 
die-hards or academic. 

There is no doubt that much of the 
new work which is being designed and 
erected today is done under great pres- 
sure of time and money. And only an 
exhaustive comparative research, of the 
kind which was undertaken a year or 
so ago by one of the US monthlies. can 
clear up such questions as the economics 
of ‘ window-walling,’ its loads on heating 
and air-conditioning, and its mainten- 
ance, weathering, etc.; as compared with 
other types of facade treatment. 

But the question of architectural 
expression still remains, and it would be 
deplorable if architectural character were 
to be considered on purely commercial 
and economic grounds. Even within the 
limitations of the cube it should be 
possible to introduce the note of interest 
and character, the sort of humanism 
which Mr. Pierce finds missing. Cata- 
logue elements are basically in opposition 
to this idea. And in the end I think we 
may once again be following the lead of 
the US architects in whose hands more 
experiment is at present emerging in 
respect of facade treatment than is the 
case here. An instance is the sort of 
design thinking which has gone into the 
elevations of the proposed Banque Lam- 
bert in Brussels, designed by Skidmore, 
Owings & Merrill, the firm which brought 
the designing of the glass box almost to 
finality but frankly finds it wanting in 
appropriate scale and relationship with 
their particular site in Brussels. 


The popularity of the cube is under- 
standable for commercial structures. The 
freedom to partition the interior is at its 
fullest; and the call of the module can 
be heard and answered. But that is not 
a sufficient reason to adopt the cube for- 
mula for every building and every site. 

A fair number of architects feel this 
and acknowledge it in their work. 
Threatening their attitude of indepen- 
dence is the voice of the critic, so often 
reiterating parrot cries which, if voiced 
loud and often enough, can carry mis- 
leading conviction to the vast numbers 
ot the public who, to be dispassionate, 
are really in the ‘don’t know’ category. 

It is unlikely that ‘ off the peg’ archi- 


tecture will long satisfy the discriminat- 
ing, whose natural instinct is towards 
individuality and the fulfilment of per- 
sonal preferences. But the whole ques- 
tion is linked up with general cultural 
development and the sort of people who 
are emerging from our present educa- 
tional machinery. 

There must still be many architects 
who have inside them an imaginative 
designer who is trying to get out. But 
this baffled creature is inhibited by cur- 
rent fashions which extend even into the 
precincts of those who pass our plans, 
with the result that the easiest course 
becomes one of “ toe-ing the line.” 

Until architects formulate and focus 
their own innermost convictions and are 
able and willing to do battle for them, 
we will suffer overmuch from the cube 
cliché, as well as from those other 
clichés which are the left-overs of the 
few exceptional creative architects who 
have done battle and survived to win 
their personal victory.

Vote of Confidence 

sir,—One of your contributors recently 
suggested that young quantity surveyors 
are worried that the days of their pro- 
fession as we know it now may be num- 
bered. They should cease worrying. 
Whilst the future of their profession is 
to some extent in their own hands, it 
lies primarily in the hands of the building 
industry. Basically it is a simple ques- 
tion of whether or not the industry can 
afford the quantity surveyor. Up to the 
present it appears that it can, even in 
his restricted role of the producer of 
bills of quantities, for he is about to be 
accorded a vote of confidence in the 
shape of a new and revised edition of the 
Standard Method of Measurement. This 
is significant, for it means that the leaders 
of the contracting world have been get- 
ting together over the past few years and 
spending a lot of time consulting among 
themselves and their affiliated sub-con- 
tractors, as a result of which they are 
about to confirm their readiness and will- 
ingness to maintain the status quo of the 
quantity surveying service within the 
industry. 

Whether quantity surveyors like 
idea or not they are the servants of 
industry; it is the industry that calls the 
tune, and if builders want ‘ plumbing 
angles’ measured in brickwork, so shall 
it be. Further than this, it is only the 
contracting side that really has any 
regard for the quantity surveyor; neither 
the employer nor the architect finds any 
joy in him. To the employer, not being 
an economist, the quantity surveyor is 
only a percentage-drawer, one who puts 


the 
the 
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6d in the £ surcharge on to his building 
tenders, and probably more to follow at 
the finat account. As to architects, they 
fall into three classes, broadly speaking, 
in relation to the quantity surveyor. 
There is the artist, the man whose head 
is mostly in the clouds, brilliant designer 
though he may be; to him the quantity 
surveyor is a plain nuisance, that un- 
imaginative character who brings one’s 
feet to the ground by not being able to 
translate expansive ideas into inexpensive 
prices. At the other extreme is the 
pedestrian architect whose poor design- 
ing is of its nature wasteful, but who can- 
not be told so and wouldn’t understand 
anyway. To him also the quantity sur- 
veyor is the inefficient appendage who 
can never see to it that economic ten- 
ders are received, who is to blame for 
the cost of an ensuing bill of reductions 
and the subsequent top-heavy variation 
account. 

There then remains, between these 
extremes, the backbone of the architec- 
tural profession, those who by and large 
are good designers and know that cost is 
important. But even these, for the most 
part, would as soon be without the 
quantity surveyor if only there were some 
other way out. To them the quantity 
surveyor is a pain in the neck, forever 
nagging for drawings before they are 
ready or bleating of things best left till 
later on; always moaning about time. He 
is that necessary evil, moreover, who has 
to be ‘ explained ’ to the client ‘ 
that wretched 24 per cent. 

No, the only backers the quantity sur- 
veyor has to rely on, strange as it may 
appear, are the Federation contractors; 
and this, not because the contractors 
love him—indeed no!—but because, to 
put it bluntly, they have found he is 
worth his weight. And, let it be said, 
there is little to fear on the other count, 
for if the structure of the industry 
changes and competitive tendering should 
fade away in the development of the all- 
in service, the quantity surveyor will still 
be wanted as part of the team. Econo- 
mics will win!

THE GROUPING TOGETHER of local hospitals as a result 
of the National Health Service Act encouraged the 
specialisation of hospital work and the pooling of 
resources in accommodation, equipment and per- 
sonnel. 

It thus became possible to consider the function 
of each hospital in relation to medical needs, and 
this is exemplified by the North Riding Infirmary 
becoming the specialist hospital for the whole area for 
the treatment of eye and of ear, nose and throat 
conditions, and the Middlesbrough General Hospital 
becoming the main casualty reception hospital for the 
South Tees-side Group of Hospitals, in which ortho- 
pedic facilities, equipment and personnel are con- 
centrated. 

A casualty reception department was created 
at this hospital in 1951, but the need soon appeared 
for the creation of a special accident department 
having not only its casualty reception and out- 
patient facilities, but also possessing its own ad hoc 
x-ray department, operating theatres and ward accom- 
modation. The accident centre has been built along 
the north flank of the existing hospital. Six wards 
are provided, planned in pairs in a long three-storey 
block. The single-storey out-patients’ wing runs 
parallel with the ward block, and the two are con- 


nected midway by the operating theatre block. The 
operating suites are in pairs as opposed to ‘ twins’ 
in order to avoid the spread of infection. Each operat- 
ing room, with its anesthetic, sterilising and recovery 
rooms, is entirely independent of the adjoining operat- 
ing suite. A feature of the ward block is the sub- 
division of 12-bed wards under a common ceiling. 
The screens in these wards are 7 ft. high with glazed 
panels in the upper portions. Bed positions are sup- 
plied with a service panel in the partitioning, for 
oxygen, nitrous oxide and suction. The corridor 
wall has built-in wardrobes, one to each patient. The 
building is of steel-framed construction clad externally 
in part with 2% in. light buff facing bricks and in part 
with Westmorland green slate slabs. Floors and flat 
roofs are pre-cast reinforced concrete beams. Roofing 
is three-layer bituminous felt on 14 in. mineral-wool 
mat insulation. The floor coverings are of lino-tiles 
in wards, of cork or rubber tiles in corridors, of wood 
blocks in the x-ray rooms and of anti-static terrazzo 
cast in situ in the operating suites. Construction of 
the accident centre began in December, 1956, and was 
completed in March, 1959. The cost of the building 
and engineering installations was about £450,000, plus 
another £75,000 for equipment, furniture and 
furnishings.

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The AA Presidential Address 


Mr. H. T. Cadbury-Brown on ‘ Ideas of Disorder’ 


MR. H. T. CADBURY-BROWN, who delivered 
his Presidential address at the annual 
general meeting of the Architectural 
Association, held at 34-36 Bedford- 
square, WCl, on October 28, divided his 
speech into two parts. In the first part 
he examined ‘Ideas of Disorder’ and in 
the latter part he ‘assumed his role as 
President and talked about the AA.’ Fol- 
lowing are extracts from his remarks: 

I have taken the title ‘Ideas of Dis 
order’ for my address as it covered, in a 
phrase, subjects which I have been think- 
ing about particularly during the last vear 
or two. As a title it is somewhat vague. 
which from my point of view was use- 
ful, and I hope that I will be forgiven if 
I take some advantage of its vagueness. 
What I am concerned with primarily is 
the relation of ourselves to our back- 
ground. How, in a society in which 
social order becomes more and more 
overbearing, to make provision for the 
particular disorder required by each one 
of us separately. How to mitigate the 
individual's sense of anonymity in a too 
ordered society. 

If we think now in terms of the future 
we must allow for individual variation 
and self-expression to balance the 
frightening regularity of post-war life. At 
its extreme limits desire for variation 
already manifests itself in vandalism 
against sculpture, against gardens and 
trees, even against persons. It also mani- 
fests itself in fashions and cults. 

The fact that architecture is an indirect 
art makes Action Architecture an impos- 
sibility. The only way that the reaction 
to overplanning can be expressed is by 
leaving as much as possible to the 
builder. Although the result is certainly 
not comparable to action painting wu 
shares with it the denial of responsibility, 
a passivity and refusal to become 
involved, a negative use of aesthetic 
energy. I believe the way is not through 
passive withdrawal but through giving 
the individual oportunities for self- 
expression and _ identification in his 
environment. 

Architecture exists over a span of time 
much longer than the life of a man and 
must be more than one man deep. There- 
fore, one of the aspects of enrichment is 
based, I think, on continuity, and its 
thread is very similar whether it runs 
through the ‘avant garde’ or average 
people. 

Closely related to this sense of con- 
tinuity is the ,elationship of men and 
buildings over a period of time. One of 
the ways in which man may feel at one 
with his buildings is through actual con- 
tact, the physical wear of the building. 
The most dramatic example of this con- 
tact between men and material is to be 
found in the Lascaux cave. At a point 
considered to be formally most signifi- 
cant in the cave there is a small vertical 
shaft and on the face is a handhold 
smooth and polished. Feeling it one 


realises with a shock that it is the result 
of the continuous use of the cave from 
thirty thousand until fifteen thousand 
years ago and it is there for your hand to 
touch. 

The sort of contact which 1 would 
advocate is over a much smaller cycle of 
years. There should be opportunity for

man to care for his buildings in a way 
which is spread over several different 
time rhythms. In medieval architecture 
and in much nineteenth-century architec 
ture this contact was denied. Solid stone. 
solid wood in the one, glazed brick and 
tile and solid wood in the other denied 
attention. In desperation, people imposed 
themselves by cutting initials on tombs 
or lavatory doors. But in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries it 
well appreciated. Daily, the brass 
knocker was polished, frequently the 
window glass, every few years the limited 
areas of paint were renewed, at much 
longer intervals the bricks might be 
repointed or the slates repaired. 

To me it would seem that we are at the 
moment in danger of losing this contact. 
To deny it is not only to lose the inter- 
action but to lose the effect of the inter- 
action. To see Bedford-square repainted 
is to see it again with a new vision. At 
the present time feeling seems to be with 
the untouched surfaces, the medieval and 
nineteenth-century institutional finish, 
but I look forward to the time when the 
architects who favour this exclusivelv 
come out from behind the hair on their 
chests and reconcile chemselves 
materials and finishes which 
periodic rebirths. 

Another way of humanising environ- 
ment is through scale, through the mak- 
ing of rich and bold buildings which 
absorb life. People themselves give 
richness, as in the theatre or a busy 
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market place. But to absorb this hurly 
burly, and make use of it, demands bold 
ness rather than refinement. For within 
the overall framework of the building it 
seems reasonable, should people live in 
them, for the person to be able to iden- 
tify his particular piece. 

Available to us in our search for iden 
tification and enrichment are the archi- 
tectural philosophies of two men. Mies 
van der Rohe. who reflection seems 
to have started as a romantic and ended 
as a classicist. and Le Corbusier who 
started as a classicist and seems now to 
be a romantic. The best of Mies is to me 
more sublime than the best of Corbusier. 
But the difference between Mies and the 
ordinary run of his disciples is the dif- 
ference between architecture and adver 
tising layout: the difference between Cor- 
busier and his followers is a quantitative 
one; they are all making architecture. So 
if we are looking for a style with which 
the ordinary architect can create a rich 
environment. varied enough so that the 
individual can relate himself specifically 
to it. it is certainly the sculptural 
romantic approach emanating from Le 
Corbusier that seems most promising. 

In its reaction against 
eclecticism, the modern 
rejected all possibility of allusion to 
natural forms or to other civilisations, 
but I think that we all recognise now that 
to be able to relate oneself to history is a 
gratifying thing. It would certainly be 
an impoverishment to adopt Shaw’s 
alphabet and with one blow eliminate a 
far-reaching source of contact with our 
past. I am sure that it is this desire for 
continuity both with nature and history 
that made Le Corbusier allude to peasant 
forms in Ronchamp and that also makes 
us want to design caves 

But the real challenge to the architect 
is not to provide literal or implied caves 
for people to retreat into but to make the 
environment immediately outside the 
home such that a stronghold is no longer 
so necessary. And basic to this environ- 
ment is something which we all accept 
as vital but can’t seem to do much about, 
the banishment of the motor-car to its 
proper place and the inauguration of the 
age of the pedestrian. Although life on 
foot has undoubtedly reached its 
ebb as the moment, not since Roman 
times, when everyone walked about 
Rome, has there been a true age of the 
pedestrian. In the medieval and Georgian 
periods the limiting factors were mud 
and occasional footpads and darkness. 
But the rich and influential could escape 
on horseback or in carriages or in sedan 
chairs. Now motor traffic makes move- 
ment for everyone almost impossible, and 
the greater your success symbol in terms 
of wheelbase the more firmly you are 
stuck. I feel now that because the 
influential are as frustrated as the insig- 
nificant by the choking of our cities the

Garage Design Competition 

THE MINISTRY of Housing and Local 
Government has agreed to a proposal by 
the RIBA that the Ministry and the Insti- 
tute should jointly approach the Council 
of Industrial Design to suggest the hold- 
ing of a competition for both permanent 
and prefabricated garages with the aim 
of getting a cheap and flexible design. 
This is part of general action jointly pro- 
posed (in view of the Ministry’s expressed 
inability to make fundamental amend- 
ments to the General Development Order 
1950 which made certain types of 
garages exempt from planning permission) 
tc improve the design of private garages. 
The Ministry has also agreed that it would 
consider advising local authorities to 
follow the example of Norwich city 
council in preparing a standard garage 
design obligatory for corporation tenants 
which could be supplied free to property 
owners.

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true age of the pedestrian is at last a 
possibility. 

Summing up these things, I would say 
that to provide for disorder, for indi- 
vidual expression and enrichment, we 
have available the basis of an adequate 
vocabulary for everything within the 
boundaries of a single dwelling unit and 
most things above the scale of a single 
building. We do, however, seem to lack 
an adequate applied decoration for indi- 
vidual buildings. A large part of the 
vocabulary at our disposal lies in the 
study of things which we already have 
but far too seldom use. They are: 

The awareness of depth of time, con- 
tinuity with the past and even perhaps 
allusions to it. 

To make the best use of physical 
contact between men and buildings. 

To take advantage of the rebirth of 
buildings. 

To provide a background bold 
enough to take strong variation (which 
seems to imply a sculptural approach). 

An awareness of rhythm and move- 
ment whether it be of people running 
down a tube escalator or opening a 
door or processing to a convocation. 
Architecture would be better described 
as static dancing rather than as frozen 
music. 

And I add to this the study of quality in 
all its aspects, the quality of light as it 
spills around the end of a wall or on to 
a ceiling, the quality of sound within 
buildings, and I do not mean acoustics, 
the study of synthetic materials most 
responsive to the touch, an awareness of 
silhouette especially important in Eng- 
land. And finally a study of leisure 
towns, spas, lakeside and holiday, to see 
how they work with their splendid incon- 
gruities like floral clocks and enormous 
dolphins for buses. 


Structure and Policy of the AA 


I would now like to change my 
imaginary hat for that of the president 
and speak about the AA, because it is 
particularly at this moment that we 
should look at its structure and policy. 
Over the last year or two there has been 
much discussion about the future of the 
AA and I think that during this session 
we shall have to make decisions. To me 
it would seem that these decisions affect- 
ing our own destiny will have to be made 
by ourselves alone and not in association 
with others. The necessity for recon- 
sidering our own position has arisen at a 
time when crucial changes are occurring 
within the profession. This year the 
recommendations of the Oxford Confer- 
ence on Architectural Education have 
been accepted by the Royal Institute and 
this may alter the whole professional 
structure. Passes at A level in two sub- 
jects will be necessary in order to begin 
training. This means that architecture 
will be competing equally with university 
courses and the problem is whether there 
will be sufficient entry to maintain num- 
bers. If not there will grow up in archi- 
tects’ offices grades of assistants not 
having the two A levels required but 
anxious to be recognised or examined for 


professional standing. 

Not since Sir Howard Robertson was 
principal here has there been a period of 
stability comparable to the one we have 
enjoyed during the last eight or nine 
years. Personally and on behalf of the 
Council and the Association I would like 
to thank Michael Pattrick very much 
indeed for all the wholehearted work 
which he has put into the school and for 
the equilibrium which he has managed to 
maintain with everyone. 


Architectural Education 


The AA School, run by architects in 
the progressive wing of the profession, 
is in an ideal position to make a con- 
tinuous creative contribution to archi- 
tectural education. Its structure is such 
that it is delicately responsive to the 
changing needs of the profession; my 
worry is that it is too over responsive to 
be truly effective. Any administration 
needs time; no staff of teachers or civil 
servants can satisfactorily carry out poli- 
cies that are subject to short-term altera- 
tion. Recently we have set up a work- 
ing party to frame the terms of reference 
for a committee which will study the 
future of the AA and its educational 
policy. I would like to recommend a 
complementary study. 

To me, and it is now my privilege to 
hold the floor, if not the audience, one 
of the things which the AA has never 
discussed or looked at objectively is its 
own framework. This has been seen as 
a rigid and perpetual structure to which 
all proposed changes have been attached. 
I think that it is time to question its 
validity. 

The AA structure is made up of four 
eiements, the Council, the Principal and 
staff, the students and the membership, 
all in a hand-in-hand relationship. How- 
ever, each of these elements exists in a 
different time cycle and rhythm. The 
Council has a yearly cycle influenced by 
the changes of President and officers, and 
the election of new members. 

The rhythm of the Principal and staff 
is however longer. Appointments may be 
for several years, some for longer. The 
curriculum is something which operates 
over a course of five years and any 
changes need time to take effect. The 
students are closely related to this 
rhythm but theirs is perhaps slightly 
quicker, 

Then there is the membership which 
is more amorphous than the other three 
groups and has perhaps the longest 
rhythm period. It is related to eras 
rather than years and is most easily 
recognised in retrospect—the Thirties, 
Pre-War, Mount House, Ex-Service; or 
it may be related by the influence of par- 
ticular movements—the Swedish, Roe- 
hampton LCC or perhaps now the 
Nouveau Art Nouveau. These occur at 
about five to eight year intervals. 

Now all these rhythms run on regard- 
less of each other and it takes a national 
catastrophe, the outbreak of war or peace 
to bring them momentarily into phase. 
Repeating these periods of time, we have 
Students three to four years, the 
Principal, staff and curriculum four 
the Council one to two years, the 
years, the membership between five and 
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eight, and finally and not to be over- 
looked are those who spend most of 
their working lives in the interest of the 
AA, anything from 15 to 35 years. 

That this relationship is somewhat in 
sympathy with the Fibunacci series and 
Modulor does not indicate perfection. It 
all too frequently indicates hell for every- 
one concerned when the rhythms are out 
of phase and conflict with each other. 
Vigorous ideas from one group in one 
cycle find little response from another 
group intent and half-way through some 
other work. The problem is therefore to 
bring about a reconciliation between 
these varying cycles so that they can run 
smoothly together with no loss of energy. 
My proposal would be to adjust the AA 
structure to achieve this end, to devise a 
procedure with a time period of four 
years, longer than that of the Council, 
shorter than that of the membership but 
nearly that of the school itself, the cur- 
riculum, the staff and the students. 

Four years is a period of time to which 
the senior teaching appointments could 
be related, and it would allow for a recog- 
nisable cycle within which everyone 
would be able to comprehend his own 
position. There would be a time for 
thinking up new ideas, a time for putting 
ideas into action and a time for assessing 
their worth. But it would mean adjust- 
ment to the structure of the Council. A 
smaller but longer-lasting school commit- 
tee would be required which would hold 
office over the same four-year period, a 
school governing committee elected by 
and probably from the Council. I make 
no particular recommendation about its 
function except to say generally that it 
would be a group available to the Prin- 
cipal for advice. To maintain continuity 
one of its officers might be changed each 
year and it could have liaison officers 
and the staff/student committee to help. 

The Council would continue as at pre- 
sent, elected in the same way and with a 
yearly president. With the school govern- 
ing committee parallel to it the Council 
would be free to work in a wider field. It 
could take a much greater part in general 
architectural matters, perhaps particu- 
larly concerning London, and could con- 
centrate more on the activities involving 
members. It might concern itself with 
post-graduate work, specialist courses, the 
continuing education of the membership, 
and might even be able to embark on 
special studies. 


Conclusions 


This then is an outline of what I would 
like sometime and in the proper place to 
propose. I have always felt that no one 
has anything to do with the AA unless 
he is genuinely interested in it, and that 
this is one of its great virtues. Associa- 
tion with it has few perquisites. Yet in 
spite of the goodwill which its members 
bring to it, over the years much of its 
potential strength has been dissipated 
through internal disagreement. What I 
recommend does not prohibit disagree- 
ment, which is perhaps an essential ele- 
ment of the AA’s life blood, but it will 
I hope canalise all the energy into a sus- 
tained and creative policy, and make sure 
that no member’s much needed contribu- 
tion is cancelled out.

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Degree Courses in Building 


Revised Proposals of the Faculty of Technology, Manchester 


The staff of the Faculty of Technology, University of Manchester, have for 
some months been at work on the revised proposals for the Division of Civil 
Engineering and Building, particularly in considering the new character of 


the Degree Course in Building. 


The proposals for this course are now pub- 
lished by the University, and are set out in detail below. 


The article preceding 


the details of the new Degree Course in Building has been written by Dr. 
Denis R. Harper, Professor of Building in the University’s Division of Civil 
Engineering and Building, in order to provide the background on which this 


course is based. 


The Background to Higher Technical Education 


By Dr. DENIS HARPER, BArch(L’pool), FRIBA, AMTPI 


THE INDUSTRIALISATION of the building 
industry is a slow and recent pheno- 
menon, and, in fact, its mark has hardly 
been felt in many parts of the country, 
where traditional on-site techniques in 
brick, timber, stone and concrete can 
readily be found continuing in the pre- 
war traditions, but perhaps more fitfully 
and less certain of a stable and know- 
ledgable labour force. There has been 
a decline in the skills and sense of re- 
sponsibility of the crafts, and in the stan- 
dards even in traditional work required 
by the contractor in defence of his 
reputation. 

Some of the reasons for this deteriora- 
tion lie in the immediate post-war hous- 
ing drive with its accent on numbers, 
bonus and procurable materials, but 
much more, possibly, because of the tardy 
recognition by the industry that building 
now requires planned production of a 
high order. 


New Techniques and Designs 


The industrial process of building starts 
with developments in design related to 
present-day requirements. New tech- 
niques of skeleton framework and thin 
concrete slabs with carefully controlled 
materials are increasingly being used to 
improve the extent and flexibility of 
available space both in height and span. 
It seems clear that every contractor eager 
to maintain efficiency on his contracts 
must become competent in advanced 
techniques in reinforced concrete, and be 
willing to undertake it. These techniques 
and many others demand the use of new 
tools if time and money are to be saved, 
though a tower crane on the site does not 
necessarily imply that all is well with 
production. 

There is a markedly stronger emphasis 
on standard of comfort and equipment, 
both of which aid efficient usage, and the 
heating, ventilating and electrical instal- 
lations alone may prove to be a high pro- 
portion of the total cost of a new build- 
ing. The designer, too, is becoming in- 


creasingly aware of the standards of 
natural and artificial lighting required, 
and that sound insulation must be care- 
fully planned if lighter buildings are 
going to be efficient and comfortable. 
Many building units are now more 
appropriately being made in the factory, 
allowing greater precision and freedom 
from the problems of weather which site 
working involves: a progressive transfer 
of many activities from site to factory 
bench is thus continuing, until the time 
may come when very few skilled site 
operations are left without mechanical 
aids. There will also be very few un- 
skilled heavy labouring jobs involved on 
the site in ten years’ time, when a new 
kind of erection artisan may well serve 
a highly organised and mechanised 
structural operation. 


Crisis in Building 


The crisis in building which stems from 
these circumstances can readily be found 
in the conferences between all sections of 
the industry—in the Federations and the 
various institutions and the several joint 
meetings which have been held between 
them—where self-critical and analytical 
statements have periodically emerged. 
There is general agreement that manage- 
ment of all affairs concerned with build- 
ing from design to final account should 
be greatly improved. As the last confer- 
ence at Sundridge Park emphasised, this 
implies a far greater recognition of the 
many partners to a piece of building and 
the successful maintenance of a long 
chain of communication from client 
through to the erector on the job—a 
chain which, if not broken, has many 
weak links at the present time. 

Design techniques and new concepts 
are ahead of production and material 
technology, and sometimes estranged 
from them, tending to create a dream 
world of 20th century environment, 
which wili only mature if design and pro- 
duction can achieve greater mutual 
understanding resulting in increased 


vitality and substantial standards. The 
builder, as producer, has historically 
relied upon recruits from the traditional 
crafts for the supervision of his contracts 
on the site, but the problems described 
suggest that this background by itself can 
now rarely be adequate. 

This does not disparage the dedicated 
work going on in many technical colleges 
on full-and part-time courses in building 
education up to technical levels—these 
are more necessary than ever to provide 
increased understanding of technical skill, 
and middle management, and outstanding 
men will undoubtedly continue to come 
from these sources. The most urgent 
need, however, is to attract boys of high 
potential from the sixth forms of the 
grammar schools, with promise of a job 
in building technology just as worth doing 
and as satisfying as the acclaimed 
glamour technologies and possibly with 
more scope for initiative. 

Because such boys rightly expect as 
their due a university training, entry level 
must be that normally expected by univer- 
sity science and technology faculties, and 
ac best, this training should be aimed 
directly at the problems of building, and 
not regarded as a minor study attached 
briefly to some other discipline. This is 
not a further fragmentation, but rather 
an integration in the raising of the build- 
ing technologist to full professional status 
with his place in the building team as 
leader on the site responsible for stan- 
dards, productivity and supervision. If 
he has no particular aspirations towards 
design, except in respect of his advice on 
production methods, this will improve his 
performance. 


The Technologist’s Responsibiiities 


We can ponder upon the technologist’s 
responsibilities. It is not unusual for a 
building contract to involve £lm. to £2m. 
and a labour force of well over 500 men: 
unlike the usual production line, the men 
have to go to the job with their materials, 
with all the organising complications 
which this means. He is reliant upon a 
complete dovetailing of sequence of 
events from sources which may be spread 
in a number of factories all over the 
country, and a labour force which will 
be new to the job in hand and perhaps 
new to him. His skills and scholarship 
may be used in different ways by 
various firms, but to succeed on work of 
this magnitude requires a high level of 
technical competence with a creative out- 
look to complete the application of many 
research developments. 

In research in Building Science a whole 
field of work is opening up on the foun- 
dations of the patient activities of the 
national building research stations over 
many years. The 3rd General Assembly 
of the International Council of Building 
Research Studies and Documentation 
just held in Rotterdam provided a unique 
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opportunity for experts to meet from all 
over the world surrounded by the won- 
derful work of reconstruction of that 
city, and benefit from the fine organisa- 
tion of the Bowcentrum. 

A wide variety of specialists’ papers 
were prepared and discussed from ‘ func- 
tional aspects of housing design’ to 
‘tolerances and dimensional  con- 
trol.’ Some university graduates will 
undoubtedly move in time into these 


technical activities. 

The educational facilities can be pro- 
vided: there remains the task of 
informing the public, and particularly 
schools’ careers masters, that building is 
something more than bricklaying, and 
reminding the industry that the calibre of 
its recruits can be measured by the 
scholarship the industry demands and by 
the rewards and encouragement which 
are offered. 


Division of Civil Engineering and Building

final-year students will take part in this 
course for the first time during the next 
session. The course is for three years, 
the first being shared with Civil Engin- 
eering students. The two early years 
provide study in Mathematics, Physics 
and Chemistry as applied to building, 
and an introduction to Theory of Struc- 
tures, Applied Building Science, Soil 
Mechanics and Strength of Materials. 

Throughout the course progressive 
studies refer to history and practical 
building construction and the students 
learn to assemble and analyse facts 
related to site surveys and investigation, 
and to the requirements of the building 
programme. They will obtain an apprecia- 
tion and understanding of design pro- 
cesses by studies in building analysis 
helped by instruction in techniques 
related to function, erection and service 
installations. 

Weekly visits to sites for under- 
graduate tutorials will be assisted by the 
use of the department’s own site office 
erected on one of the large contracts 
just let by the College of Science and 
Technology. The information obtained 
will be ploughed back into management 
courses, reflecting problems of site 
organisation and labour relations. There 
are many shared courses and experiences 
with students in engineering, and 
increased relationship with the School of 
Architecture. 

It is hoped that along these lines,

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‘Efficiency Can Stifie Architecture’ 
Mr. Sheppard Fidler’s Comments to Art Workers 


‘ARCHITECTURE IS BECOMING More and 
more utilitarian, more negative, forming 
an impersonal background to man’s 
activities, with few qualities of emotion, 
human warmth and individual character 
about it’ MR. A. G. SHEPPARD FIDLER, 
BArch, V-PRIBA, told the Art Workers 
Guild in the course of their 75th anniver- 
sary dinner, held in Simpson’s restaurant 
on October 29. Mr. Henry Medd, OBE, 
FRIBA, Master, was in the chair. 

The tide was running in that direction, 
Mr. Fidler continued, because buildings 
tended to be bigger and taller and the 
mediocre or frankly bad building could 
do a good deal of harm. ‘* This is not to 
say that functional severity should have 
no place, but alone it gives little satisfac- 
tion to the community as a _ whole. 
Architects since the war have played a 
full and distinguished part in giving 
millions of our citizens good homes to 
live in, fine schools for children to be 
educated in and many excellent commu- 
nity buildings. 


Architecture Stifled by Economy 

‘While the creation of conditions in 
which good architecture can flourish is 
a matter of vital importance, adminstra- 
tive skill and organisational ability can- 
not of themselves give us better 
architecture; efficiency and extreme 
economy can in fact stifle it. We were 
right to build as many houses and schools 
as cheaply as possible, but I believe the 
time has now come to re-assess the posi- 
tion. We are in danger of making a fetish 
of economy, and of thinking that a cheap 
building is automatically good, and right 
because of its financial qualities—quali- 
ties which, alas, do not show to their 
best advantage on an elevation. 

‘Excessive economy in the design of 
our buildings,” added Mr. Fidler, ‘is 
becoming a bad habit. People today need 
beauty. As individuals we can do much 
to encourage the arts, especially those 
that are associated with architecture. 

‘Why is the great British public so 
timid in its general approach to art? Do 
we associate art with something essen- 
tially sensuous and therefore to be 
suppressed? Are local authorities afraid 
ot hooliganism, ridicule or criticism? 
Perhaps—but most of us know that it is 
impossible to please all of the people all 
the time, and that there will be no pro- 
gress at all if we wait for everyone’s 
approbation. We must encourage all 
artists at all levels and not just commis- 
sion masterpieces.’ 

Mr. Fidler was responding to the toast 
of the ‘ Guests’ wittily proposed by MR. 
BRIAN D. L. THOMAS, Past Master. 

Earlier in the proceedings the Master- 
elect, MR. STUART TRESILIAN, had replied 
with a wealth of interesting anecdote on 
the Guild’s early days to the toast of * the 
Guild’ proposed by MR. JAMES LAVER, 
cBE. Mr. Laver, in a felicitous speech 
said that the late Samuel Goldwyn had 
accurately summed up the course of Art 


when he declared: ‘ I’m tired of all these 
old clichés, why don’t we have some new 
clichés instead?’ what we needed in the 
world of art was to explore new methods 
without letting them harden _ into 
routines. 


* There is great opportunity for joining 
some of the arts in some of the new 
structures that are going up today” he 


added. ‘ We have a wonderful chance to 
create visual beauty, one of the things 
which enables man most nearly to reach 
the Creator.’

Venezuelan New Town 
Mr. Gibberd as Consultant 


THE VENEZUELAN GOVERNMENT, which 
has the establishment of three new 
towns under consideration, has appointed 
Mr. Frederick Gibberd, FRIBA, as con- 
sultant for the new town of Santa Teresa. 
Mr. Gibberd has already prepared a 
master plan for a population of 100,000. 
The site is on the new motorway some 
30 miles from Caracas. 

Speaking to a representative of ‘ The 
Builder’ Mr. Gibberd said that he had 
already paid two visits to Caracas, but 
would not set up an office there. ‘ The 
detailed planning and design will he done 
by the Ministry of Public Works at 
Caracas,’ he said, ‘and it may well be 
that some of the dozen or so Venezuelan 
architectural and planning students who 
are at present studying in Great Britain 
would be employed.’ Mr. Gibberd added 
that it was refreshing to find with what 
great admiration the Venezuelans 
regarded British planning achievements. 
‘ This is especially true of the new towns; 
a number of Government and planning 
experts have been over here and have 
visited Harlow and other examples of this 
form of development.’ 


Santa Teresa is one of three new towns 
under consideration, the others being 
proposed at Maracaibo and at Caroni, at 
which latter site a big dam has been built 
to designs by Sir William Halcrow & 
Partners. Development would largely be 
by flats, for building land in the area of 
Caracas is largely confined to a strip 
between two mountain ranges. ‘ Densi- 
ties will be high’ said Mr. Gibberd, ‘ and 
character more urban than in one of our 
new towns. On the other hand there is 
no question of encroaching on agricul- 
tural land for crops are mostly restricted 
to sugar cane.’ 

Mr. Gibberd confirmed that Mr. Huberr 
Bennett has recently been to Caracas to 
advise the Venezuelan government on 
planning administration. 

Asked whether the new developments 
could mean that there would be work for 
British contractors and opportunity for 
export of building equipment and 
niaterials, Mr. Gibberd said that this was 
something outside his brief. ‘But [ 
should be surprised if, in this rapidly 
expanding country, there were not such 
chances,’ he added. 


‘Glare’ in New Schools 


Warwickshire to Install Sunblinds 


MODERN DESIGN of schools came under 
discussion on October 19 at a meeting in 
Warwick of the Warwickshire Education 
Committee. Jt was suggested by Mr. N. 
ASHMAN that the excessive ‘glare’ in 
modern ‘glasshouse’ schools might be 
harming children’s eyes. 

Referring to a schools’ medical report 
that eye defects had risen from 12.5 per 
cent to 14 per cent since 1956, Mr. Ash- 
man asked ‘Has the County Architect 
considered whether eye defects might be 
due to the light in modern schools? 
Reflections on papers and desks must be 
having some effect. It is surprising how 
tired one’s eyes get in an overlighted 
room.’ 

CLLR. H. J. HARRIS said, ‘I have more 
complaints of the lights in schools being 
too bright than of not being bright 
enough,’ and the County Education 
Officer, MR. N. A. Y. YORKE-LODGE, said 
that the Education Committee intended 


to install sunblinds in some schools. 
‘ There is no evidence that the light has 
anything to do with eye defects,’ he 
added.

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Week in Parliament 


From our Parliamentary Correspondent 


The Queen’s Speech 


AS IT IS THE FIRST major measure of 
the new Parliament, the Local Employ- 
ment Bill attracted much comment 
during the six-day debate on the Queen’s 
Speech, concluding on November 3. 


MR, HUGH GAITSKELL, the Leader of the 
Opposition, opening the debate on Octo- 
ber 27, briefly commented that while the 
Opposition welcomed anything that 
would bring additional work to areas 
where there was high unemployment, why 
were the Government introducing a Bill 
now? Although the need for the Bill 
might exist, the really important thing 
was the will and the spirit by which the 
existing legislation was administered. 

He asked whether the Government 
intended in the present situation to use 
their power ww control the location of 
industry, as this was the secret of suc- 
cess in this problem, to steer new firms 
and enterprises away from the areas of 
relatively low unemployment to areas 
where unemployment was high. If this 
was done vigorously, as it was under the 
Labour Government, there was some hope 
for Scotland. If they had the same policy 
as in the lasi few years it was a poor 
outlook indeed for Scotland. Wales, 
Lancashire and the other areas concerned. 

There was a promise of more houses. 
What were the Government’s intentions 
on council houses? More’ council 
houses were wanted if they were to clear 
the slums quickly and deal with over- 
crowding. He said, ‘ It is, in my opinion, 
little less than a scandal that for five 


years now the number of council houses 
built has been steadily falling and that 
in 1958 there were actually 20,000 fewer 
council houses built than in 1951.’ 


MR. HAROLD MACMILLAN. the Prime 
Minister, said that during the last nine 
months employment had risen by 
350,000 but there were areas where un- 
employment was too high. General 
measures of expansion, monetary or 
otherwise, to try to cure this situation 
would certainly risk the return of infla- 
tion. He thought therefore that every- 
one agreed that special and particular 
measures were needed to deal with this 
problem. Their first major Bill was de- 
signed for this purpose. It was restricted 
to Great Britain but he would give the 
assurance that they would press forward 
in every possible way to help Northern 
Ireland and their Government in dealing 
with the problem there. 


The Local Employment 
Bill 

A NEW POWER to make Board of Trade 
grants to industrialists who prefer to 
build their own factories in areas of high 
unemployment is contained in the Local 
Employment Bill presented to the House 
of Commons on October 28 and formally 
read a first time. The Bill is designed to 
concentrate the Government’s powers of 
assistance in countering unemployment 
in the most deserving places and to give 
flexibility and simplicity to their opera- 
tion. 

The Bill is mainly a consolidation of

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existing powers but these are all brought 
under the control of one department, the 
Board of Trade. Existing legislation on 
the distribution of industry is contained 
in three main Acts of 1945, 1950 and 
1958. Under these, the Board of Trade 
have powers to acquire land and build 
factories in the development areas for 
sale or lease; the Treasury have power, 
on the advice of the Development Areas 
Treasury Advisory Committee (DATAC) 
t> make grants or loans to undertakings 
in the development areas or in the areas 
of high and persistent unemployment (the 
DATAC areas), and there are certain 
auxiliary powers exercised by various de- 
partments—to make grants for the 
improvement of basic services, to assist 
the transfer and re-settlement of key 
workers, to subsidise local authority 
houses for key workers, and to clear 
derelict land. 

The corollary of these powers of assis- 
tance is the control of new industrial 
building given by the system of Industrial 
Development Certificates under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
whereby any proposed industrial 
development of over 5,000 sq. ft. needs 
an IDC from the Board of Trade before 
planning permission can be obtained. 


A New Feature 


Under the new Bill, there will be only 
one list of places where all the Govern- 
ment’s powers of assistance will be avail 
able. ‘Listed places’ will be defined in 
such a way that the Government can 
anticipate threatened unemployment, as 
well as acting against unemployment 
actually existing. The Bill provides that 
the powers may be exercised wherever, 
in the opinion of the Board of Trade, 
high and persistent unemployment exists 
or (and this is the new feature) where it 
is threatened. The powers will also be 
available in areas on the fringe of the 
places where there is high unemployment 
and where it is possible for people to 
travel to the new factories. Assistance 
will also be given to firms in reception 
areas under the official overspill schemes 
for places of high unemployment. 

The Board of Trade’s building powers 
will continue under the new Bill, and it is 
intended that they should continue to be 
operated to provide in places of high 
unemployment factories for lease or sale 
on favourable terms. These powers will 
cover business premises (offices, etc.) as 
well as factories. 

However, as an alternative to a rented 
factory, firms may have a grant from the 
Board of Trade towards the capital cost 
of building their own. The cost of build 
ing a factory in an area of high unemploy- 
ment is generally higher than its value 
when built and the building grant is 
designed to help offset that loss. The 
Board of Trade, after consultation with an 
independent advisory committee, will be 
able to make a grant of 85 per cent of the 
difference. It is expected that this grant 
will prove attractive to the larger firms 
which prefer to design and own rather 
than rent factories.

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administration of these powers is trans- 
ferred to the Board of Trade. The 
Board of Trade will be empowered to 
make loans or grants, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the advisory 
committee, to persons carrying on or pro- 
posing to carry on undertakings in locali- 
ties of high unemployment. The advisory 
committee. who are to be appointed by 
the Board and who will take over the 
functions of DATAC, are to be given 
general directions about the terms on 
which their recommendations should be 
made. 

The condition in the 1945 Act that 
the applicant must show that he cannot 
obtain finance from other sources on the 
requisite terms is dropped. This means 
a considerable extension of the power to 
give financial assistance. 


Removal of Eyesores 


The Board of Trade’s power to clear 
away ‘eyesores’ is no longer confined to 
land which is ‘ derelict,’ but extends also 
to land which is neglected or unsightly. 
The power to make grants to local 
authorities to assist in clearing derelict 
(ownerless or abandoned), neglected or 
unsightly land is given to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government. They 
will be able to help local councils not 
only, as hitherto, to clear this land but 
also to acquire it so that it can be 
developed or used to improve amenities. 

There will be a tightening-up of condi- 
tions relating to the granting of industrial 
developmert certificates under the Town 
and Country Planning Acts. In consider- 
ing whether or not to grant a certificate 
the Board of Trade will have particular 
regard to the need for providing employ- 
ment in localities of high unemployment. 
A certificate will now also be required 
when it is proposed to change a building 
from non-industrial to industrial use and 
for certain extensions to industrial build- 
ings- 


Management Corporations 

Three management corporations, one 
each for England, Scotland and Wales, 
are to be set up to manage all the Board 
of Trade’s industrial property. Each 
corporation will consist of a chairman 
and four other members appointed by the 
Board of Trade and including persons 
experienced in accountancy, building or 
estate management. It will be their duty 
to manage land leased to them by the 
Board of Trade or otherwise vested in 
them by the Bill, and to do anything 
required in order to develop the land by 
the erection or extension of buildings and 
the carrying out of works. 

A national co-ordinating committee 
will consist of the chairmen of the three 
management corporations and two other 
members appointed by the Board ot 
Trade. All the leasehold properties, 
rights and liabilities of the existing indus- 
trial estate companies will be transferred 
to the appropriate corporation. 

The explanatory and financial 
memorandum to the Bill records that 
expenditure under the existing Distribu- 
tion of Industry Acts for the last three 
years has been about £6.2m. for 1956-57, 
£3.4m. for 1957-58 and £4.2m. for 1958-59. 


Everyday Things 


XCVIIl.—Drawing Instruments 


By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 


IT IS HARDLY to be wondered at that with 
changing building methods, drawing 
instruments should also change. The 
ruling pen has gone completely. That 
useful instrument (if you got one that 
worked) that you adjusted for thickness 
of line with a wheel operated by finger 
and thumb, is not to be found in my 
office any more, except for the one in my 
own box. Instead, I see nibs of varying 
thicknesses arrayed neatly in a box and 
these fit into a fountain pen. (How I wish 
they would stop making the very fine 
one which is such a favourite and pro- 
duces a hair line which defies printing.) 


< 
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The T-square and set-square are also 
gone except on my own board. My more 
enlightened colleagues all use counter- 
balance drawing instruments complete 
with scales which adjust to all angles. 
The wooden pencil has likewise disap- 
peared, and this one even from my own 
drawing board. No more pencil sharpen- 
ing: instead, we use adjustable leads in 
what I have to admit is a very satisfac- 


tory pencil, and these 
sharpened on sandpaper. 

We used to use five-foot rods, but now 
we carry neat little spring metal tapes in 
our vest pockets. No need for two-foots 
either, nor the joiner’s three-foot: why 
he used a three-foot rule and the archi- 
tect a two-foot I have never really 
known, any more than I know why the 
plumber and the engineer used a two- 
foot metal rule pivoted in the centre, one 
leg of which was pushed into a slit by the 
trouser pocket when at rest. 

Lettering is no longer done freehand: 
the cumbersome and exacting stencil is 
used instead. Brick lines are no longer 
put in by eye, as an ingenious machine 
has been devised which clicks into what- 
ever spacing is required. No more draw- 
ing pins around the place: adhesive 
backing sheets secure the drawing paper. 
Textures can be provided by ‘ Zipatone’ 
so that paving, grass, concrete, curtain 
walling and the rest only have to be 
applied to the tracing: no arduous 
labour required. Notes on the drawing 
can be done on the typewriter: no need 
for laborious small neat lettering. 

Has draughtsmanship improved with 
all these new aids? I would say that the 
making of an inked drawing has certainly 
been simplified and the result is better, 
but the appearance of the drawing now 
seems to be the thing and this must not 
be spoilt by too much information. I 
have not been able to discover whether 
the process of draughtsmanship has been 
speeded up by these methods: I suspect 
the reverse is true, but at the same time 
draughtsmanship has certainly become 
more precise and therefore should be 
more efficient. Draughtsmen are develop- 
ing a new skill—that of handling their 
gadgets—and a technique of making the 
best use of their mechanical aids has now 
to be learnt. Autres temps, autres 
moeurs !

European Timber Market 


‘Bright Future’ Forecast 


A BRIGHT FUTURE for the European timber 
market is forecast in the latest ‘ Review 
of the European Timber Market’ issued 
jointly by the Secretariats of the United 
Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe and the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation. 

The general recovery which became 
noticeable towards the end of 1958 and 
made further progress during the first 
quarter of 1959 has led up to a phase of 
new expansion in the second quarter of 
this year, says the Review.* 

Owing to this development, conditions 
on the European timber market have 
improved considerably. Consumption 
of timber rose, owing mainly to the 
activity in the building industry. How- 


ever, as the increase in consumption of 
sawn softwood was not matched by a rise 
in production, supply and demand seem 
at present to be fairly balanced. 

Generally speaking, the volume of 
trade was satisfactory this year, having 
reached—-and in some instances sur- 
passed—expectations. Export prices, still 
rather depressed in the lower categories, 
showed a hardening trend, whereas 
freight rates remained low. 

In conclusion the Review emphasises 
that the tone on the timber market at 
present is a strong and bright one, and 
the future is viewed with confidence.

Landscape Architecture 


Serious Difficulties Facing the Profession 


THE VERY SERIOUS PROBLEMS with which 
the profession is at present confronted 
were discussed by MR. H. F. CLARK in his 
Presidential address to the Institute of 
Landscape Architects, in London, on 
October 27. Following are extracts from 
his remarks: 

The subject of this address is educa- 
tion. I once read that education takes 
three forms: with improving the brain 
power of entrants to the profession, with 
the education of the existing generation 
of architects and lastly with the educa- 
tion of the public, the client, central and 
local government officers and the Press. 
It is these three forms of education I 
want to discuss. Other names for them 
could be: Professional Training, Profes- 
sional Relations and Public Relations. 

The first of these categories is possibly 
the most important of all as it deals with 
the efficiency and brain power of entrants 
to the profession. I don’t have to per- 
suade you how vitally important this is as 
we all realise that the very existence of 
our profession rests on continuity of 
intake and high standards. The situation 
at the moment, therefore, can be seen to 
be very serious indeed. 

The only full time University under- 
graduate course in this country is to be 
discontinued in 1962. After that year 
our educational facilities will be :— 


1. A Postgraduate course of one year 
at Durham University, under Mr. Brian 
Hackett, attached to the School of 
Planning. 

2. A two-year Certificate course at 
University College, London, under Mr. 
Peter Youngman, attached to the 
School of Planning. 

3. Evening classes at the Leeds Col- 
lege of Art. A _ three-year evening 
course at The School of Architecture 
and Planning, Mr. G. A. Bass being lec- 
turer and studio instructor. 


In addition to these there are courses 
of lectures on Landscape Architecture for 
Architects and Planners, at The Northern 
Polytechnic, London, and the Depart- 
ment of Civic Design, University of 
Liverpool. 

This means that anyone wishing to 
train as a landscape architect will have to 
qualify as an architect or planner or a 
horticulturist and take a post-graduate 
course or go to evening classes whilst 
employed during the day and take our 
examinations externally. 

Very serious efforts must therefore be 
made to get at least courses of some sort 
established by 1962. 

Five years ago we could not justify the 
inclusion ‘of landscape architecture as a 
degree subject as we were in two minds 
about what its basic discipline was. Now 
the essential problem, the decision we 
have to make, is whether we are a Science 
or an Art—a technology or one of the 
Humanities. Since this is the age of 
science there is the temptation to try to 
share in the largesse which is now being 
showered on the sciences. 

Leaving aside the question of demand, 


for the moment, I would suggest that it 
might be possible to build a course upon 
the foundation of the humanities which 
would approach the subject as a disci- 
pline in its own right. Of course, techni- 
cal skills are required as well as a general, 
though balanced, outlook but these skills 
could, I feel, be acquired later. The 
advantage of such an approach to us 
would be that it might attract and train 
a higher level of university entrants than 
a purely technical course would do. 

Our weakness, which we must be 
aware of, lies in the quality of the 
entrants to our courses. 

This brings me to the other two forms 
of education; professional relations and 
public relations. Professional relations, 
which concerns the structure of the pro- 
fession, must be on a sound footing. 

There is a great deal of work to be 
done by committees in the coming 
session on this aspect of self-education. I 
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hope the appropriate committee will per- 
haps discuss whether or not we ought to 
reassess our traditional procedure of 
putting work out to a single contractor, 
hoping for the best work for the lowest 
price. There are alternatives. There is 
the revised form of contract to complete 
and we might have another look at our 
Scale of Charges. 

The third form of education concerns 
the public, the client, lay opinion gener- 
ally, and central and local government 
officials. 

The public just don’t know, because 
they are not told, how we, as a profes- 
sion, contribute to the nation’s health 
and wellbeing. There is considerable 
news value surely in the fact for instance 
that 500,000 families in the New Towns 
will be living, when the programme is 
completed, in seemly and gracious sur- 
roundings designed and planted by land- 
scape architects. If we consider our 
achievements statistically they add up to 
a very considerable impact on our way of 
life and on our environment. We know 
this—but the reading, viewing and listen- 
ing public do not. Perhaps our publicity 
is too highbrow, too theoretical. 


Not Enough Apprentices 


Questions for LMBA Education Conference 


PRINCIPALS of the London Technical Col- 
leges and their staffs, Youth Employment 
Officers, representatives of the Ministry 
of Education, the City and Guilds of 
London Institute and other educational 
bodies are to take part in the LMBA 
Education Conference, the tenth of the 
series, in Ironmongers Hall on November 
12. The chief subjects for discussion are 
craft apprenticeship and the training of 
foremen. 

Boys leaving school are not coming 
into the building industry in London in 
sufficient number as apprentices, and 
employers are concerned about the effect 
of this on the craftsmanship of the future. 
They want to know the reason for the 
shortage. Is it that the building industry 
offers no attraction to young men? Are 
school-leavers being absorbed by other 
industries, so that there is still a shortage 
of boys? Is the deed of apprenticeship 
out of date and therefore a discourage- 
ment? Should the five-year period of 


apprenticeship be shortened? 

Boys already secure a shortened period 
of apprenticeship by attending a pre- 
apprenticeship course. Should the period 
be further reduced if a boy obtains the 
necessary qualifications before the pres- 
cribed end of his training? Would a 
widening of the differential between 
craftsman and labourer give boys greater 
encouragement for the future? These 
and many other questions will probably 
be asked. 

A report will be given of the pilot 
scheme for technical training of craft 
apprentices by block release recently held 
at Erith Technical College. Will this 
report, which is understood to be 
encouraging, result in an extension of the 
scheme to other schools? The training 
of general foreman is also likely to pro- 
voke discussion, much of it centring 
round the pilot block release course. 

The President of the LMBA, Mr. K. J.

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Home Grown Timber 


Guarantee of Grading, Seasoning and Delivery 


PROGRESS in the grading, seasoning and 
delivery of home grown timber was 
described by Mr. W. D. BUTLER, chair- 
man of the Home Grown Timber Market- 
ing Corporation, Ltd., at a Press confer- 
ence held in London on October 22. 

Mr. Butler said that during the war 
when imports were difficult and for a few 
years after, the demand for fresh sawn 
timber was very great, and since the 1949 
Forestry Act it had not been possible to 
fell woodland timber anywhere without 
replanting the area. This Act alone was 
the greatest single contributory factor to 
the future of the home grown timber 
industry. 

After the war, it was not long betore 
principal timber producing countries 
abroad got back to normal production 
and started exporting vast quantities to 
Britain. The Government took little or 
no interest in the plight of the home 
grown timber industry. The business 
which British mills enjoyed was the 
crumbs when no imported specification 
was available and when the goods were 
required immediately, with the result that 
they were freshly sawn and in conse- 
quence moved and distorted during use. 

‘With the lack of any support from 
Government circles, Mr. Butler con- 
tinued, ‘it was apparent that unless a 
completely new approach was made to 
the running of the industry it would in 
a few years become almost extinct; and 
this at a time when the Forestry Com- 
mission, through Government policy, was

Figures for Third Quarter, 1959 


IN THE THIRD quarter of 1959 Industrial

developing the finest forests and timber 
reserves this country had ever seen. 

‘After discussion, members of our 
trade agreed to set up a marketing cor- 
poration, and our organisation was 
formed in May 1959 with, to date, a 
membership of 235 mills which repre- 
sent well over 50 per cent of the pro- 
duction of the industry in the country. 
Its object is not to make profits but to 
be a co-operative endeavour to put our 
home grown trade on a sound basis. 

‘We now have standard basic grading 
rules for both hardwoods and softwvods 
upon which our mills will grade and the 
Corporation will guarantee to its cus- 
tomers the quality contracted. It has 
already set up its inspectorate for that 
seasoning.’ 

‘We will season goods according to 
customers’ requirements on a forward 
contract basis. 

‘We will guarantee delivery, such as 
is done by our importer competitors, 
and in order to help our mills, plan to 
assist them by paying for their produc- 
tion as soon as it has been passed by our 
inspectorate and put on to strip for 
seasoning.” 

Ten years ago, 70 per cent of hard- 
wood timber consumed in this country 
was home produced and 30 per cent 
imported, but today the figures were 
reversed. Home grown softwood con- 
sumption at present was some 5 per cent 
of the total. 

Some 18 months ago, before the Cor-

It is estimated, states ‘The Board of 
Trade Journal,’ that industrial building 
started in the first quarter of 1959 totalled

Obituary 
G. R. Barnsley, FRIBA 


MR. GEOFFREY REYNOLDS’ BAKNSLEY, 
FRIBA, County Architect of Warwick- 
shire since 1953, died on October 28 at 
the age of 59. He was largely responsible 
for the post-war school building pro- 
gramme in Warwickshire, where more 
than 100 schools have been completed 
since 1945. 

After the first world war Mr. Barnsley 
became assistant to Sir John Simpson and 
Mr. Maxwell Ayrton. While in private 
practice in the London area he was con- 
cerned in the design of the British 
Empire Exhibition building at Wembley; 
the Thames Bridge at Richmond; Uni- 
versity College School, London; Roedean 
School, Brighton; and housing develop- 
ment at Welwyn Garden City. 

In addition to the Warwickshire 
County Chamber his major post-war 
designs include those of the Warwick- 
shire County Council offices at Warwick; 
Nuneaton College of Further Education; 
the mid-Warwickshire College of Further 
Education at Leamington; Stratford- 
upon-Avon Fire Station; and the Magis- 
trates’ Court and Police Station at Sutton 
Coldfield. 





‘Basic Road Statistics ’ 
Rapid Growth of Motor Transport 


REVENUE from motor taxation in Britain 
(£564m. in 1958-59) is ten times more 
than it was 25 years ago, while during the 
same period expenditure on our roads has 
not quite doubled (£133m. in 1958-59). 
Britain’s motor vehicle exports in 1958 
were worth £330m., more than 50 times 
greater than those of 1932 (£6.2m.). 
These are some of the salient facts 
recorded in the 1959 edition of * Basic 
Road Statistics,’ published by the British 
Road Federation. Other points include: 
In 1958 new vehicle registrations rose 
to 981,569—the highest ever. Great 
Britain has more vehicles per mile of 


road than any other country—29.0. West 
Germany is second with 21.9. This figure 
includes cars, buses, coaches and goods 
vehicles only; if motorcycles, Govern- 
ment-owned vehicles and those exempt 
from taxation are added the British figure 
is 41.3 vehicles per mile of road. 

On the basis of ton-mileage, 45 per 
cent of goods are carried by road com- 
pared with 35 per cent by rail. By 
weight, 76 per cent go by road and 19 per 
cent by rail. 

Trams have continued to decrease at 
the rate of 300 a year to a total of 1,325 
in 1958.

Design of Staines 
Bridge 


Alternative Design ‘ Sound Piece 
of Work’ 


PROFESSORS I. G. Hannemann and B. J. 
Ramboll, authorities at Copenhagen Uni- 
versity on bridge construction and 
design, have declared themselves on the 
side of the Alderton Construction Co. 
in the argument about the Bell Weir 
Bridge—the Staines by-pass bridge—to be 
built at Runnymede, near Staines. 

When the Ministry of Transport 
alleged that the Alderton Construction 
Co.’s alternative design contained serious 
faults, the firm issued a public challenge 
offering 500 guineas if any reputable 
authority would agree with the Ministry. 

The challenge was not taken up in 
Britain and the documents were sub- 
mitted for the opinion of the Danish pro- 
fessors. Their conclusions, published on 
Monday, and now in the hands of Mr. 
Marples, Minister of Transport, are:‘ It 
is our general impression that the alter- 
native project is up to date and the tech- 
niques available today have been utilised 
with skill and imagination. We find this 
bridge a sound piece of work and pre- 
possessing in both the static mode of 
operation and structural design.’ 

The professors say that the alternative 
project rested on the cantilever prin- 
ciple. ‘ The bridge consists in the middle 
of a suspended span, the beams of which 
are supported by cantilever arms. The 
suspended beams are provided with 
fixed bearing at one end and with expan- 
sion bearings at the other. The canti- 
lever arms project from two pile founda- 
tions on either bank and are provided 
with counterweights shorewards. In this 
design the foundations are only influenced 
by vertical forces.’ 

The design envisaged the use of pre- 
cast units to the largest possible extent 
and the units would be assembled and 
connected to each other by means of pre- 
stressed cables. ‘ The principle has been 
used for several bridges over a number 
of years and must be held to be suitable 
for the bridge in question. It has, among 
others, the advantage of reducing the 
construction time appreciably. The pro- 
ject is not finally worked out and further 
consideration of details will give occa- 
sion for certain corrections. However, 
the principle will not be shaken and the 
project at hand will form an excellent 
basis for the preparation of a detailed 
project.’

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The Organisation of Building Work 


1.—The Building Industries in Europe’ 
by R. C. Sansom, BSc(Eng), AMICE 


SUMMARY: 


The Building Research Station has recently carried out a 


project on behalf of the European Productivity Agency, concerning the 


organisation of building work. 


The object of the study was to obtain 


information on all aspects of organising work on the site and on the asso- 


ciated head office functions. 


The study involved visits to contractors and 


their sites, to research organisations, and to employers’ and operatives’ 
federations, and covered nine European countries, namely, Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Norway, and West Germany. 
The present article (which is Crown copyright reserved) is the first of a 
series based on the information obtained, and deals with the general structure 
and organisation of the building industry in each of the countries concerned. 
Later articles (which will appear in The Builder weekly) will deal with more 
specific subjects such as control and supervision of sites, planning and pro-

Introduction 


THE BUILDING RESEARCH STATION has 
recently carried out a study of the 
‘ Organisation of Building Sites’ for the 
European Productivity Agency. Visits to 
some 23 contractors and 40 sites, to 6 
research organisations, and 10 employers’ 
and 10 operatives’ federations, in nine 
countries in Europe were completed in 
1957. 

The purpose of the Project was the col- 
lection and comparison of information 
on the methods and experience in the 
various countries concerning the prin- 
ciples and techniques of organising sites, 
in order to encourage a wider use of those 
techniques which may be found most 
satisfactory. 

The following aspects of organisation 
were included: liaison with architects 
and engineers, methods of supervision, 
the relation between site and head office, 
sub-contracting, mechanisation, plan- 
ning, programming and progressing, cost 
control, co-operation with materials 
suppliers on deliveries, full employment 
of labour, full use of plant and equip- 
ment, safety precautions and welfare 
facilities for operatives, the reduction of 
materials losses, the reduction of over- 
head costs, problems arising from site- 
layout, transport facilities and sequence 
of development of sites. It was intended 
that the study should be confined mainly 
to sites with from 10 to 100 dwellings 
of not too widely differing forms of con- 
struction, but provision was made for 
the inclusion of a small number of other 
sites which might be considered of par- 
ticular interest. The firms selected were 
to be recognised in their own countries 
as well organised. 

Usually the actual selection was made 
in each country either by the national 
building employers’ federation or by a 
national research institute. The selec- 
tiom of sites was usually by agreement 
with the firms concerned, and in the 
event included a limited proportion of 
non-domestic building.

It was considered necessary to obtain 
information on the size and structure of 
the building industry in each of these 
nine countries, and on some of the more 
important general conditions under 
which each industry was functioning, and 
the information thus collected forms the 
basis of the present article. 


General Conditions 


The supply of building materials was 
generally adequate in all the countries 
visited, but there were wide differences 
in the availability of labour and this 
exercised a marked influence on such 
matters as incentive payments, sub-con- 
tracting and welfare provisions. The 
position is further complicated by the 
severe winter weather in some countries 
which may lead to as much as one-third 
of the labour force losing three months’ 
work in a year. Local custom influenced 
the demarcations between trades; in 
some countries certain types of plaster- 
ing and rendering were carried out by 
brick/blocklayers, whereas in others 
plastering was a separate trade. Again, in 
some countries unskilled or semi-skilled 
men were allowed to make and erect 
simple wooden formwork whereas in 
others this work was undertaken by 
skilled carpenters. 


Differences in contractual procedures 
were also important. For example, the 
“corps de métiers’’ system—whereby the 
client employs directly several different 
contractors to carry out the different 
trades or groups of work—was common 
in particular in France, Denmark, West 
Germany and Austria, but much less so 
in Holland, and not used in Great 
Britain, except for a similar system in 
Scotland. Almost the complete reverse 
was the case with the main contractor 
system, practically universal in Great 
Britain, frequent in Holland, but much 
less used in the other countries, except 
sometimes for private clients. The choice 
of the ‘ corps de métiers’ system was, as 
indicated above, generally a matter of 


following the established tradition in a 
particular country, and in such an 
environment was able to function satis- 
factorily, particularly if the clients’ 
architect was interested and well versed 
in the details of construction and site 
organisation. 

On the other hand, even in some of 
these countries there was evidence that 
private clients often sought firmer prices 
and quicker completion of work by 
changing to the main contractor system. 
The amount of ‘speculative’ construc- 
tion by building firms also varied con- 
siderably both as between countries and 
between firms. These differences have 
important effects on the organisation of 
firms and of sites, particularly in connec- 
tion with planning, cost analysis, sub- 
contracting and site supervision. 

Finally, it should be noted that 
appreciable differences exist between the 
countries concerned in the number and 
type of Building Employers’ Federations, 
their level of membership and unity of 
outlook, and that similar differences also 
apply to the Building Trade Unions. 
These differences together with those of 
official regulations, directly or indirectly 
affect a whole range of matters, extend- 
ing from safety, welfare and apprentice- 
ship conditions, to such aspects as the 
availability of statistics of the industry, 
management training, the organisation of 
research, and the circulation of technical 
information. 


Characteristics of Building Industries 

In Table I, an indication is given of the 
sizes of the industries in the participating 
countries; for this purpose the building 
and civil engineering industries are 
treated as one, since it was generally 
agreed that the demarcation between 
them was uncertain. Where uncer- 
tainty or contradictions are shown they 
usually indicate a corresponding lack of 
one acknowledged and authoritative 
source for such data in the country con- 
cerned. All totals include ‘ one-man’

The size of firms is indicated in Table 
II. although these figures are subject to 
the usual uncertainties of statistics of 
this type. For instance, in some coun- 
tries, firms were often counted twice if 
they were carrying out both building and 
civil engineering work. It is well known 
also that a large proportion of the very 
small firms, employing 0-10 operatives 
for example, are not engaged on new 
work but on maintenance works such as 
minor repairs and decorating. It is, how- 
ever, difficult to differentiate between 
these and the small ‘ labour-only’ sub- 
contractors doing carpentry or brickwork 
on sites. 

The significant features in Table II are 
that in all countries the overwhelming 
majority of firms are small, employing 
less than 100 men, and that despite this, 
a substantial part of the labour force 
(from 19 per cent to 43 per cent) is 
employed by the comparatively small 
number of firms having more than 100 
men. 

In all countries, other organisations 
than firms also carry out building work, 
for example, Municipalities, Government 
Departments, etc., and their operatives 
are included in the totals in Table I. 
These organisations, although not 
generally included in Table II, are often 
quite large; for example, in Great Britain 
there are around 2,000 of them, employ- 
ing a total of about 230,000 persons or 
about 15 per cent. of the industry’s 
labour force. 


General Structure of the Firms 


The size of the firms visited, varied 
considerably. The average number ot 
‘productive’ operatives (i.e., excluding 
operatives on repair work in a plant 
depot but including, for example, those 
in carpentry workshops belonging to the 
firm and producing windows and doors 
for sites, etc.), ranged from 140 to 
around 2,700. In terms of the average 
annual turnover in recent years, the

range in size was from under £300,000 
to over £3,000,000. 

There was considerable variation in 
the general organisational structure of 
firms, and in the distribution of internal 
functions, according to the size of firm 
and type of work undertaken. The only 
clear separation of functions common to 
all firms was between the supervision of 
construction on the one hand and the 
general administrative and financial ser- 
vices (Company Accounts, General 
Accountancy. Wages and Salaries) on the 
other. As the size of firm increased, 
specialised sections appeared more fre- 
quently, for example, groups dealing with 
Estimating and Tendering, Planning, 
Incentive Payments, Mechanical Plant, 
etc., and in some cases these groups were 
not under the control of the chief super- 
visor of sites but’ were independently 
responsible to a higher level in the firm; 
similarly staff-groups for Purchasing and 
for Cost Analysis appeared, either con- 
trolled jointly by the technical and 
general administrative sides of the firm 
or coming entirely under the latter. In 
the medium- and _ large-sized firms 
specialisation of the supervision of con- 
struction appeared, according to the dis- 
tance away of the site (e.g., ‘in town’ 
and ‘out of town’) and/or the type of 
work concerned (e.g., small jobs, hous- 
ing, industrial buildings, etc.) 

In privately-owned firms, particularly 
the smaller ones, the structure was 
usually less clearly defined and condi- 
tions of responsibility less formally estab- 
lished, the organisation in these firms, 
from the level of the directors down to 
that of the operatives, being largely 
based on personal relationships. Even 
in some medium-sized privately owned 
firms this tendency persisted, as, for 
example, in one firm in France, employ- 
ing about 350 men, whose two directors 
consciously limited the firm’s turnover 
so as to keep a degree of personal know- 
ledge and control of their sites which 
would otherwise be difficult to achieve. 
Most of these firms appeared to function 
satisfactorily in their own environment, 
and nothing would be gained by advoca- 
ting to them any greater formality of 
organisation. Such firms, however, might 
benefit from considering if the internal 
structure and techniques used by other

types of firm could with advantage be 
introduced into their own rather more 
personal framework. 

In considering the generalities of 
‘chains of command’ in building firms, 
the point of view was expressed that it 
was unwise to have heads of equal status 
for two departments whose work was 
intimately linked and interdependent, 
such as often occurs in firms in France 
with the two departments, Supervision of 
Construction (‘ Travaux’) and Technica! 
and Surveying Office (‘ Etudes et Métré '). 
Potential difficulties in a firm's internal 
organisation are created in some coun- 
tries by the special position given in law 
to certain protected trades, for example. 
bricklaying, carpentry, painting, etec., 
which in theory requires each to be 
separately controlled by a skilled trades- 
man answerable only to the directors of 
the firm. 

In about half of the firms visited, the 
owner, or chief executive controlling 
both the technical and administrative 
sides of the firm, was a qualified engineer. 
In two-thirds of the firms the chief cen- 
tral supervisor of sites was also a quali- 
fied engineer. The existence of engineers 
in these positions was much more usual 
in, for example, Scandinavia, West Ger- 
many and some other countries, than in 
this country. For instance, in a medium 
sized firm in Germany employing about 
400 operatives in domestic and industrial 
building, both directors were qualified 
engineers and employed 10 other 
engineers for duties at Head Office and 
in supervising all types of site. Again, 
in Denmark, a firm employing 150 opera- 
tives for structural work in flats, hospi- 
tals, etc., was owned by two qualified 
civil engineers, and employed seven other 
engineers of sub-professional status on 
various duties. 


Conditions of Service of Staff 


Of the 23 firms visited, 10 (in six 
countries) operated some form of pension 
scheme for their salaried staff, usually 
through an insurance company. In five 
of these, in different countries, the 
schemes were free for the salaried staff, 
although they had qualifying periods for 
entry of five to 10 years’ service with the 
firms, and included sickness and/or 
family welfare benefits. In some of the 


Private enterprise houses near Copenhagen 
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other firms, staff contributed 50 per cent 
of the payments into the scheme. These 
10 firms varied widely in size, from 
nearly the smallest to the largest, and, so 
far as could be ascertained, the existence 
of such a scheme was in each case more 
related to internal relations than to any 
external factors. On the other hand, the 
absence of any scheme among the firms 
visited in two of the countries was stated 
to arise from the high level of the pay- 
ments and benefits in the national 
scheme. 

In two countries, all such schemes 
were required by law to be transferable 
if contributions were to be tax-free. 

In three of these schemes, benefits 
were also extended to operatives, in two 
of them on the same conditions as for 
salaried staff, whilst in the third scheme 
(in which employees paid half of the con- 
tributions) a qualifying period for entry 
of five years’ service was necessary. 

The notice of dismissal given to 
salaried staff varied considerably between 
different countries, firms and types of 
staff. On the one hand, the statutory 
conditions in one country resulted, for 
example, in a book-keeper or female 
secretary in a small firm being entitled to 
six months’ notice. In another country, 
on the other hand, there was a generally 
accepted right to give a notice equal to 
the period between salary payments even 
to the technical staff. Naturally, in these 
latter conditions, individual firms might 
still give two or three times the minimum 
notice required. 


Remuneration of Staff: Training 

In most countries the agreed scales of 
payment in the building industry applied 
only to operatives below the levels of 
trade- or general-foreman. In _ two 
countries scales were also in existence for 
salaried staff, but in one of these they 
were not rigidly applied and in the other 
they did not have much effect above the 
level of senior technical staff or its 
equivalent. 

Additional payments of one or 
two months’ salary per year to all staff 
were an accepted practice amongst all 
the firms in two countries. In other 
countries, where such payments occurred 
they usually represented about 7} per 
cent to 10 per cent of the basic salaries, 
although often tied to merit and, rather 
nominally, to profit levels. In these 
latter cases higher grades of staff some- 
times received more substantial sums 
related to _ profits. One firm had 
operated successfully for many years a 
‘points system’ of annual merit pay- 
ments to central office staff of inter- 
mediate and lower grades, based on 
assessments by departmental heads. 
‘Points’ were awarded for ‘ exactitude’ 
(punctuality, etc), and also for quality of 
work, interest taken in work, general 
level of output, etc. The second group 
was ‘ weighted’ at twice the value of the 
first; the maximum award of 10 points 
gained 14 months’ salary per annum, the 
commonest marking was 7 to 9 points, 
and 5 points or less received no payment. 

Little or no systematic internal train- 
ing of staff was done in the great 
majority of firms, although some of the 
medium and larger firms sent technical

staff to external courses. The problem is, 
of course, linked to the large number of 
small building firms in all the countries 
visited. The difficulty of attracting staff 
of good educational background and 
offering sufficient career prospects to 
retain them, was admitted by several 
small and medium firms. 


Overhead Expenses, Staff/Labour Ratios 


The average ratio of general overhead 
expenses to annual turnover quoted by 
the different firms ranged from 4 to 10 
per cent, the actual ratio in any given 
firm varying to a limited extent from its 
average, mainly according to the level of 
the turnover from year to year. As a 
measure of differing efficiencies between 
firms, however, the above range was of 
little value since the definitions of what 
constituted ‘ general overhead expenses ’ 
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were widely different, some firms includ- 
ing mechanical plant, site supervisors’ 
salaries, etc., and others excluding them. 

From information obtained during the 
study, the ratio of the number of salaried 
staff to average number of productive 
operatives could be calculated for most 
of the firms. This ratio ranged from 
around 1 to 64 to 1 to 20, and reflects not 
only possible differences in efficiency 
between firms but necessary differences 
in structure connected with the type of 
work undertaken and the form of con- 
tractual procedure commonly used in the 
country concerned. For instance, a firm 
in this country employing some 250 men 
and engaged in building houses, flats and 
offices. as a main contractor and also 
speculatively (involving design, sales and 
rental staff), had a ratio of about 1 to 7. 
By contrast, a firm in another country, 
employing 350 operatives and concerned 
solely with the structural work in flats 
and industrial buildings under the ‘ corps 
de métiers’ system, had a ratio nearer 
1 to 20. Comparisons between firms at a 
lower, more detailed level are limited by 
the difficulties frequently encountered in 
satisfactorily separating the various staff 
functions and numbers according to a 
chosen pattern.

Technical Education 


Eastern Federation’s Successful Conference 


THE VALUE of regular contacts and dis- 
cussions between the industry and tech- 
nical colleges was again demonstrated at 
a further Technical Education Confer- 
ence convened by the Eastern Federation 
of Building Trades Employers at the 
University Arms Hotel, Cambridge on 
October 20. Every technical college in 
the region was represented, in most cases 
by the principal and the head of the 
building department. Mr. C. C. Wiggins, 
the Federation’s president, was in the 
chair. 

Starting off with the subject of appren- 
ticeship recruitment, the point was made 
at the outset that with the prospects of a 
brighter future, the climate was right for 
recruiting more boys. The obstacles to, 
and methods of, recruitment were then 
fully discussed. There was a plea for 
greater optimism and for selling to pros- 
pective entrants to the industry, pride in 
the buildings of the past and confidence 
in the achievement of the _ future. 
Examples of the damaging effect on 
apprenticeship of labour only sub-con- 
tracting were given by both employers 
and the technical colleges. 


There was a very useful discussion on 
pre-apprenticeship courses, their value 
being emphasised as a means of providing 
boys well equipped to enter the industry 
with their minds made up on the craft 
they wished to follow. This was con- 


sidered to be the best answer to the 
academic slant of some secondary techni- 
cal schools which were not directly pre- 
paring boys for admission to the trade. 

The inadequate number of enrolments 
for advanced craft courses in several col- 
leges in the region caused the conference 
to consider afresh arrangements for block 
release of boys. Several difficulties were 
envisaged, but the Federation undertook 
to look at any proposals by colleges. 

There was some plain speaking by the 
technical colleges which was welcomed 
by the employers. It was widely reported 
that many masters failed to act by stop- 
ping apprentices’ pay where they received 
notification from the college of failure 
to attend day release classes. A need for 
closer co-operation between technical 
colleges and individual masters in enforc- 
ing the terms of the apprenticeship deed 
was strongly emphasised. 


Durability of Timber

Barbican Referred to Special Meeting 


A SPECIAL MEETING of the Court of 
Common Council, as briefly reported in 
our last issue, is to be held to consider 
the scheme submitted by Messrs. Cham- 
berlin, Powell and Bon for the creation 
of a residential neighbourhood in the Bar- 
bican area. The scheme, first presented 
to the Court in May, had been referred 
to various Committees for their observa- 
tions which were contained in a report 
before the meeting of the Court held on 
October 22. 

Mr. GeorGE Hunt, asking that a 
special meeting should be called so that 
the matter could be gone into at greater 
length, said: ‘ This is the biggest single 
project ever before this Court. It is 
wrong for us to pass this tremendous 
project without giving it the time it 
merits.” 

He was supported by Mr. DEpuTY 
HorNeER, who said it would be disastrous 
t)> go on with such a matter without care- 
ful consideration. 

But Mr. Eric WILKINS, chairman of 
the Barbican Committee, suggested that 
it would be wrong to defer judgment, 
saying: ‘So many hopes have been raised 
and so often deferred.’ 

A detailed report had been circulated 
in May and members had also had the 
opportunity of seeing the exhibition. He 
reminded the Court that the area had 
been derelict for 20 years. 

Members voted in favour of postpon- 
ing any decision until a special meeting, 
the date of which is to be arranged. 

The Barbican Committee had asked 
that the scheme be approved in principle. 
One of the points dealt with at length in 
their latest report was the segregation of 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic. 

The City Police Commissioner had 
expressed concern that pedestrians would 
not in fact be excluded from the ground 
level and his view was that their pre- 
sence, where no provision was made for 
them and where motorists might regard 
vehicular right of way as exclusive, 
would bring about a high risk to life and 
limb. 

The Committee said it had received 
further advice from the architects and 
was of the opinion that the duplication 
of pavements at ground (traffic) level as 
well as the higher level would defeat the 
object of trying to separate those who 
were walking from those who were driv- 
ing. 

On the other hand it was clearly neces- 
sary to provide adequately for those who 
wished to be picked up or put down from 
bus, taxi or car. To meet this require- 
ment adequate landings or pavements 
had to be provided on the ground at the 
foot of lifts, ramps or stairs which gave 
access to the upper level podium or to 
the buildings above. 

Stage Two provides for a realigned 
Upper Thames-street to be connected 
with the underpass instead of with Queen 
Victoria-street, and the formation of an 


entirely new road which will pass over 
the realigned Upper Thames-street and 
take west-bound traffic from a point in 
Queen Victoria-street, opposite Faraday 
Buildings, direct to the underpass and 
embankment. 


Schemes Approved 


A third report, presented to the Court, 
recommended that formal planning appli- 
cation be made to the London County 
Council in respect of a new police station 
to be built on a site bounded by Love- 
lane and Wood-street at an estimated cost 
of £531,000. 

Authority was given to the Police Com- 
mittee to proceed with the scheme and, 
subject to Home Office authorisation, to 
obtain tenders. 

The Court also approved a recom- 
mendation that the architects and con- 
sultants appointed for the scheme on the 
original site earmarked for the purpose, 
should continue for the new scheme. 
They are: Messrs. Farquharson and 
MeMorran, architects; Messrs. E. C. 
Pinks and Partners, quantity surveyors; 
Messrs. Smith, Seymour and _ Rooley, 
mechanical and electrical engineering 
consultants: and Mr. R. F. Galbraith, 
structural engineering consultant. 

Permission was granted on an outline 
application relating to a proposal to 
erect new buildings for use as offices, 
shops, and showrooms on a site bounded 
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by Newgate-street, Panyer-alley, St. 
Paul’s-churchyard and Warwick-lane 
(Trehearne and Norman, Preston and 
Partners, 83 Kingsway, WC2). 

The architects proposed that setting- 
down points for taxi or car should be 
under the buildings and within the site 
and not on the margins of the perimeter 
roads. 

The Barbican Committee added: ‘We 
are of the opinion that segregation of 
wheeled traffic from pedestrians by way 
of the provision of a carriageway on one 
level and footways on another, so that 
their routes may cross without hindrance 
to each other, if carried out effectively 
would make movement throughout this 
part of the City both safer and easier 
for motorists and pedestrians alike.’ 

The creation of a pedestrian precinct, 
which implied the exclusion of all road 
traffic, was a concept which should be 
preserved inviolate, the report added. 

The Court approved, without discus- 
sion, plans for the first stage of a scheme 
to achieve traffic improvement at Black- 
friars Bridgehead. It will involve pro- 
vision of an underpass affording a direct 
connection between Victoria Embank- 
ment and Queen Victoria-street. 

In order to carry out the scheme, 
expected to cost £3,800,000 the Corpora- 
tion will seek special Parliamentary 
powers. The work will necessitate com- 
pulsory purchase of some land and 
property. 

The report, which outlined the plans, 
also gave details of the proposed second 
stage, proposals for which will be sub- 
mitted by way of amendments to the 
Development Plan at next year’s quin- 
quennial review. 


British Standards 


Wood Blocks for Floors 
(BS 1187: 1959) 


THE FREEING of timber supplies since this 
standard was first published in 1944 has 
dictated the need for this revised edition; 
and the results of research—particularly 
by the Forest Products Research Labora- 
tory of DSIR-—have been incorporated. It 
deals with hardwood and _ softwood 
blocks for laying on level concrete or 
other types of rigid level bases, and speci- 
fying their dimensions, grade descrip- 
tions and methods of manufacture. The 
12-page publication does not deal with 
‘end grain’ blocks. 

The standard (price 4s.) reproduces an 
appendix from Forest Products Research 
Laboratory Bulletin No. 40: ‘ Timber for 
flooring.’ This Bulletin reports the 
Laboratory’s work on abrasion resistance 
of wood blocks; and the appendix lists a 
selection from the many available timbers 
for different applications, but it points 
out that, although those listed are suit- 
able, some may not always be readily 
available. 


Tests for Water for Making Concrete 
(BS 3148: 1959) 

THE FIRST BRITISH STANDARD of its kind 

to be published, BS 3148: ‘Tests for 

water for making concrete’ (price 3s.), 


will prove of great use in those regions of 
the world where the suitability or other- 
wise of naturally-occurring waters for 
concrete-making needs to be assessed 
before work is begun. The tests have 
been framed by a committee of experts 
in concrete technology; and a foreword 
to the 7-page publication points out that, 
in the light of present knowledge, it was 
not possible to issue a specification for 
the water itself. 

After outlining instructions for sam- 
pling the water, the standard specifies 
material and procedures for two tests: an 
‘initial setting time’ test (applied to 
cement paste blocks), and a ‘ compressive 
strength ’ test (applied to concrete cubes). 

In a useful appendix to the standard 
guidance is given on the suitability of 
water for making concrete.

Bungalow Allowed Within Green Belt 


AN APPEAL by a blind person, Mr. R. F. 
Wright, against the refusal of the Cuck- 
field RDC, acting on behalf of the East 
Sussex County Council, to allow the 
erection of a bungalow on land at Blue 
Firs, Crawley Down, Sussex, has been 
allowed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, following a _ local 
inquiry. 

The appellant was represented at the 
inquiry by Mr. A. M. Leaf, ARICS, of the 
Estate Department of St. Dunstan’s. 


It was stated, on Mr. Wright's behalf, 
that he was 73 years of age and totally 
blind as a result of his service in the 
1914-18 war. His wife suffered from 
severe arthritis and could manage only 
the lightest of housework. Blue Firs, 
which he had occupied since 1938. had 
five bedrooms and four reception rooms 
which at present housed his family, con- 
sisting of himself, his wife, their 24-year- 
old unmarried son, and a housekeeper 
and her son. Married sons and a daughter, 
with their families, often visited and 
stayed at the house. 


Any extension of Blue Firs, it was sub- 
mitted, would make the property 
uneconomical and adversely affect its 
character and value. Permission was 
therefore sought to erect in the grounds 
of Blue Firs a bungalow which would 
be let to his wife’s brother and sister-in- 
law to enable them to be near at hand. 
In the event of their leaving the bunga- 
low it would probably be let to the 
gardener—there was no question of it 
being sold. Adequate access to the site 
would be afforded by the existing right of 
way, which at present served only Blue 
Firs and two other properties. 


In the County Development Plan, said 
the Council in their reply, the site was 
included in an area in which the existing 
uses of land should for the most part 
remain undisturbed. The site was also 
within a proposed green belt to be estab- 
lished between Crawley New Town and 
East Grinsteid. Despite the intrusion 
of some scattered development the area 
still retained considerable landscape 
beauty which would only be preserved if 
a vigorous policy of control were main- 
tained to keev residential development 
normally within existing villages. 

Of six appeals to the Minister in respect 
of the development of land in the 
vicinity of the appellant’s site, five had 
been dismissed and the sixth allowed 
exceptionally as infilling and without 
prejudice to the Council’s general policy 
for the area. The present proposal 
could not be regarded as infilling and 
would create a precedent for similar 
development in the woodland on the 
eastern side of the right of way. Also, 
it would not be possible to prevent the 
bungalow from becoming alienated from 
Blue Firs, especially in the event of the 
latter property passing from _ the 
appellant’s ownership. 


Some Interesting Cases 


The Inspector, in his report to the 
Minister, said that he had every sym- 
pathy with the appellant and his wife 
and appreciated that their needs could 
not so conveniently be met eithe: by 
providing accommodation for additional 
help within Blue Firs or by building on a 
site within the established village area. 
He noted the Council’s policy regarding 
development within the belt of country 
between Crawley New Town and East 
Grinstead and considered that develop- 
ment of the appeal site would result in 
a further unit of scattered development 
and create a precedent for development 
on the woodland area on the eastern side 
of the right of way. He felt that having 
regard to the planning factors in the case 
he must, with regret recommend that the 
appeal be dismissed. 

The Minister, in the course of his 
decision, states that he is in agreement 
with the general policy on which the 
Council have based their decision in this 
instance. Each case, however, has to be 
settled in the light of all the circum- 
stances and the Minister is satisfied that 
the appellant’s need is such that it would 
not be reasonable to withhold the per- 
mission for which he asks. The Minister 
does not think that approval in such 
circumstances need create a precedent 
for other development. Accordingly he 
has decided to grant permission for the 
erection of a bungalow on the land in 
question in accordance with the sub- 
mitted plans.

AN APPEAL against (a) the determination 
of the Wolverhampton BC that the use 
of the ground floor of a building at Jeff- 
cock-road, Wolverhampton, for the sale 
of motor-cars was development within 
the meaning of the Act of 1947, and that 
an application for planning permission 
was required under Part III of that Act; 
and (b) the refusal of the Council to per- 
mit alterations to the windows of the 
shop on the ground floor of the building 
for use as a motor showroom, has been 
considered by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 

The Minister states that it seems to 
him that the appellants’ proposed use of 
the ground floor of the building in ques- 
tion is a use as a shop for the sale of 
motor-cars, and that that use, being a 
use within Class I of the Schedule to the 
Use Classes Order, as was the previous 
use of that part of the building. does not 
involve a material change in the use of 
that part of the building. The Minister 
therefore allows the appeal against the 
Council’s determination under section 17 
of the Act of 1947. The works which 
the appellants propose to carry out on 
the ground floor of the building appear to 
be works within section 12(2Ma) of the 
Act of 1947, and accordingly no permis- 
sion for those works is required. 

It also appears to the Minister that the 
application made to the Council did not 
include any specific proposal for the 
making of a new means of access. Such 
works as have been indicated for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the movement of 
vehicles on to the land seem to be works 
which require to be done within the 
public highway by the highway authority. 
It therefore seems to the Minister that 
the appellants do not need to apply for 
planning permission for those works. In 
the circumstances the Minister proposes 
to take no further action on the second 
appeal. 


Question of Extension to Dwelling-house 


AN APPEAL against two of the condi- 
tions imposed by the Wembley Borough 
Council in permitting a _ single-storey 
extension to provide an additional bed- 
room and toilet accommodation to a 
dwelling-house at North Wembley has 
been allowed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. The conditions 
were: (a) that the property remains a 
single-family dwelling, occupied by the 
appellant, his family and parents; and 
(b) that this permission shal! operate for 
the benefit of Mr. Abbott only and on 
the discontinuance of such use permis- 
sion is hereby granted for the use of this 
extension as a garage. 


In giving his decision the Minister 
states that he does not consider a per- 
sonal permission is appropriate in this 
case, nor does he think it necessary in 
the absence of any proposal to convert 
the house into flats, to require that the 
property remains a single-family dwelling. 
The conditions are, in his view, unduly 
restrictive and not ones which can rea- 
sonably be imposed. He has accordingly 
decided to allow the appeal and to dis- 
charge the said conditions.
